Bucks County plays a very 
important part in this annual 
Mummers Parade in the person 
of The Greater Bucks County 
String Band, captained by 
Frank Weller. This band has 
been marching and represent- 
ing Bucks County for 15 years, 
and is one of the twenty-two 
string bands that has played 
and strutted their way into the 
hearts of millions. 

It began in 1948. Frank 
was President of the Penndel 
Fire Company and they needed 
money. He conceived the idea 
of starting a children's string 
band and advertised in a local 
newspaper. Only three little 
girls responded. After two 
weeks, more youngsters ap- 
peared and finally there were 
65 children from nine to four- 
teen years of age, including 
Frank's son Robert who played 
the accordion. They called 
themselves the Penndel Fire- 
fighters’ String Band and from 
then on, marched with the lo-

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cal firemen in parades. 

Mr. Weller was President of 
the Fire Company as well as 
Captain of the string Band. He 
coulan't continue in this dual 
capacity so he chose to remain 
as Captain. Membership in the 
Band was now limited to boys 
from 15 to 17 years old with 
only a few men. Today the 
Band is composed almost en- 
tirely of men. 

The band entered their first 
New Year’s Parade in 1949. 
Their theme was “Be My Val- 
entine" and they made their 
own red and white costumes in 
the attic of a house in Hulme- 
ville, Bucks County. 

Three new bands paraded 
that year—Dick Crean’s Band, 
Tne ralmyra String Band, and 
Mr. Weller’s group who now 
were known as The Greater 
Bucks County String Band. 
They were not allowed to com- 
pete for the regular prizes since 
it was their first time on Broad 
Street. However, the Greater 
Bucks men were voted the Best 
Rookie Band of 1949 and won 
a special award. Frank’s son, 
Robert, marched with the men 
and played a saxophone. Since 
that time, the Bucks County 
Band has never missed a year. 

They won 13th prize in 
J955 with the theme of the 
“Monaco Wedding Guards.” 
In a mock wedding ceremony 
before the Judges’ Stand, Cap- 
tain Weller united a charming 
“Grace Kelly” with “her” 
handsome “Prince Rainier.” 
Frank’s young grandson, Rob- 
ert, Jr., wore a black dress suit 
and proudly carried the 
“bride’s” train. The Captain’s 
suit was a regal gold and white 
and Frank’s headpiece was the 
largest he ever carried. It was 
ten feet high above his shoul- 
ders. 

There are four aides to as- 
sist the Captain, stationed at 
each corner of the band. When 
there is a gusty wind blowing, 
the two front men sometimes 
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have to push him along. 

A Captain wears a sort of 
harness with a pouch on his 
back under his colorful jacket. 
Across the shoulders of his 
coat is a zipper and the base 
of the headpiece is inserted and 
slid into the pouch which is 
concealed by his coat. 

Robert, Jr. was four years 
old the first year he paraded 
with the Greater Bucks County 
String Band on Broad Street. 
Bobby didn’t mind the cold and 
marched 90% of the route. 
Three times Frank had him get 
into the lead car to rest and 
get warm, but young Bob let 
everyone know that that wasn’t 
his idea of parading. He gave 
Frank no peace until he was 
allowed to go back into the line 
of march. 

Captain and Mrs. Weller 
made his suit and feathered 
headpiece which weighed 25 
pounds. There is quite a knack 
in carrying one of these high- 
rise fancy decorations. The 
first time Bob put it on and 
tried to stand up, the weight 
pulled him over backwards. It 
took Frank three weeks to 
teach him how to walk and 
keep his balance. From that 
year on Bob wouldn't think of 
missing a parade, so now there 
are three generations of Wellers 
who make the annual trip up 
Broad Street.

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The sun was high that July 
morning in 1855 when the 
freight train from the West 
creaked obstinately to a stand- 
still at the Doylestown depot. 

The day was no different 
from any other to the whistling 
conductor as he sauntered along 
the line of cars, unlocking doors 
and sliding them free. 

The car containing the sacks 
of corn would be near the end, 
he thought, as he reached into 
his pocket and pulled out a 
large handkerchief. Removing 
his cap, he wiped his head and 
face. 

Too hot for July, he thought 
and remembered the jug of 
lemonade he'd left. 

According to the manifest, 
the car was loaded three days 
ago at Michigan City, he re- 
counted to himself, as he un- 
locked the door. 

Closed up tight like that, 
this corn’ll be fit to eat, he 
mused and swung the door free. 

Though reeling from the 
odor of shelled corn, he stood 
rooted to the spot. 

Crouched in the corner of the 
car, his half - open lips 
trembling, his body 
shivering апа his eyes 
gro man. 

“Hello,” said the conductor 
unhurriedly. “Where you 
from?” 

“Kentucky, Massa," answer- 
ed the negro, holding onto the 
side of the car. 

“How did you find the travel- 
ing?” 

“Oh Massa, berry warm, 
berry warm," the negro said and 
inched forward on his knees, 
his clothes clinging with per- 
spiration to his gaunt body. 

*And food and water?" 

"Oh Massa, all the corn 
I’se wanted, heah all the time." 


The conductor turned to- 
ward a railroad man who had 
reached his side with quick, 
light steps. 

“Is this here the man we 
received notice about—escaped 
from his master?” he asked, 
holding up a paper. 

“Oh Massa,” the negro 
cried, wringing his hands against 
his chest, “don’t send a poor 
nigger back. Dey’ll skin um 
alive if dey cotch um back dere. 
Don’t do it, Massa. . . ” 

"Well, we don't hold with 
one man owning another any- 
ways, so... " the railroad 
man exchanged glances with the 
conductor. Then һе turned 
back to the negro. 

“See that place over there?” 
and he pointed to a transit 
loaded with hogs. “Now you 
run for it and we'll keep the 
man who is after you here till 
you get a head start.” 

Off in quick strides, the negro 
hoisted himself over the taffrail 
as the tranist was moving—to 
the loud protestations of the 
hogs. 

Behind him, two men laugh- 
ed. One waved a paper wildly 
over his head. It was a blank 
sheet. 

A cruel joke on another 
human being? Jokes were the 
rule, not the exception, when 
black men were sold to the 
highest bidder. 

Slaves were held in Bucks 
County as early as’ 1684. In- 
troduced to Pennsylvania by the 
early Holland settlers, negro 
slaves were said to have been 
on the banks of the Delaware 
as early as 1636. 

William Penn, reputedly a 
kind slave owner, provided for 
the support of his slaves at his 
death. And many Bucks County 
masters, following his example,

liberated their slaves by Will 
and allowed for their support. 

An act of Assembly in March 
of 1780 abolished slavery in 
Pennsylvania. But the census of 
1790 discounted the fact. The 
number of slaves. still in the 
county was 254. 

Most farmers held slaves. 
Those who could afford it held 
several—men for outdoor 
work—women for indoor work. 
But slavery was mild in Penn- 
sylvania. Most, if they behaved 
themselves, were treated well. 
Not so the Southern slave! 

Three million human beings 
were regarded as chattels. They 


were bought and sold at the 
whims of their masters. Fami- 
lies were separated — men, 
women and children were sub- 
jected to the horors of the auc- 
tion block. Prodded, poked and 
laughed at, their bodies were 
considered “soulless” properties 
of other human beings—vege- 
tables void of the capacity of 
every human heart—to love 
and be loved. 

They were driven to their 
labors in the fields by ruthless 
taskmasters and subjected to 
inhuman conditions that only 
humanity can bestow on its own. 

Rebellion gathered momen- 
tum. The line of demarcation 
between northern and southern 
viewpoints grew more distinct. 
Hostility arose in the north with 
loud condemnations. The 


“Anti-Slavery movement” be- 
gan. Facilities for the slaves’ 
escape into freedom became 
credulous—and the north 
whispered urgings. 

A growing tendency erupted 
in the north . . . Regardless of 
political differences, the north- 
erners were prone to “go” pro- 
slavery or anti-slavery The 
south was undivided in its stand 
for bondage. Not so the 
north, in its stand 
against it. Those of the north 
who had family or business 
connections with the south, 
sided with the slave power. 

But the slaves, aware of the 
general uneasiness in the north, 
tended to be restless. Those 
most restless were sold to far 
off cotton plantations in the 
Gulf States. Away from the

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ever-beckoning border of free- 
dom. 

Yet before the end of the 
first decade of the 19th Cen- 
tury, the hegira of southern 
slaves toward the promised land 
of Canada began. 

And to aid the fugitive slave, 
the “Underground Railroad” 
was born. 

Organized around 1810, the 
operation was first coined by 
baffled southern masters in the 
early days of the fugitives. 
When the trail of the escaping 
slaves abruptly ended at Colum- 
bia, Pa., one irate master re- 
torted, “There must be an “un- 
derground railroad" in the 
neighborhood." So there was! 

Though less organized and 
less used than other counties, 
Bucks County's participation 
loomed large in the migration 
of slaves through the "under- 
ground" operation. 

The slaves reached the coun- 
ty over the northern Chester 
County line, by way of Norris- 
town. Homes and occupations 
with county farmers were fre- 
quently secured. Some remain- 
ed. Others, whose hearts were 
too filled with fear of the pursu- 
ing master, moved on. 

The “railroad” was staffed by 
abolitionists. There were no 
hard, fast rules for member- 
ship. Sympathy and compas- 
sion were the dues each member 


paid. 
The individual stations of 
the “railroad” were at the 


| homes of the abolitionists. Ap- 
proximately ten miles apart. 

The operation began at 
Columbia, Pa., a nearly all- 
negro settlement, and moved 
toward the north, northeast and 
northwest. 

The fugitives set out, unaid- 
ed, on their trek. They traveled 
by night, guided by the North 
star. Incurring the risk of re- 
capture and being sold to a 
further southern market, they 
hid from sight by day. Barns, 
deep woods, corn shocks af- 
forded them partial protection. 
But run as fast and as far as 
they would, their fear went with 
them. 

Poorly clothed, victims of 
the elements, they sought the 
freedom they considered their 
birthright. Shoeless children, 
unable to continue, were car- 
ried by the weary parents, them- 
selves barely able to walk. 

Belongings were left behind! 
A new life was theirs— await- 
ing them at their "station". New 
clothes, credentials, medical 
care, employment and fares for 
the stage ride further north. 
Most of all—hope.

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CHRISTMAS CUSTOMS

January 1964 


In this Christmas season, 
when snowflakes should fill the 
air, and days become shorter 
and nights are longer, 1 paused 
one late afternoon in front of a 
store window in Doylestown, 
looking at toys. It was five 
o'clock and yet it was dark. I 
tried to visualize what this 
town and other rural Bucks 
County towns were like years 
ago, during the weeks before 
the holiday season, before there 
were electric lights апа when 
nights were long and cold. 

More than a century ago— 
exactly one hundred and thirty- 
three years ago (1830) — 
there were only one hundred 
homes in Doylestown (popula- 
tion 450) and only five stores. 
Competition could have been 
rather keen, but I suppose 
there was only one or possibly 
two stores that handled Christ- 
mas gifts. Stores where little 
children could flatten their 
noses, peering through the 
windows at the many toys 
offered by Santa — gifts such 
as hobby-horses, hand-carved 
wooden soldiers, alphabet 
blocks, tops, the Jack-in-the- 

box, and wooden dolls. 

At this same time, in 1830, 
there were six taverns in Doy- 
lestown and seemingly all did 
a good business, especially dur- 
ing the Christmas season when 
all Inns did well. Years later 
during the Christmas holiday of 
1862, *Mine Host" of Brower's 
Hotel on Main Street, Doyles- 
town, treated the boarders and 
patrons of his house to a mam- 
moth bowlful of egg-nog pre- 
pared by himself. Everyone was 
Sober and gay. This was sort 
ef an annual occasion. 

One hundred years ago, in 
1863, a Christmas Fair was 
held by the Ladies Society of 
Doylestown, in the basement of 
the Masonic Hall, on State 
Street. 

Fancy articles, toys, cakes 
and confectionary were offered 
for sale, the receipts were to be 
used to relieve the hardships of 
wounded soldiers of the raging 
Civil War. Admission was 10 
cents for adults, 5 cents for 
children. Toys were scarce dur- 
ing these war years and in many 
places none could be found. 

Years later, in 1882, Christ- 
mas trees were sold for 25 
and 50 cents, depending on size, 
and as much as $5.00 and 
$10.00 for tall, shapely trees 
(almost unbelievable). Most 
of these trees, interestingly 
enough, came from the Pine 
regions of New Jersey. 

A year earlier, in 1881, in 
the last December issue of 
the DOYLESTOWN DEM- 


OCRAT newspaper, a Spring- 
town correspondent wrote to 
the Editor an interesting ac- 
count of Christmas years be- 
fore: “In ye olden times" chest- 
nuts were saved until Christ- 
mas, for the purpose of going 
out to “Bells-nickle,” as they 
termed it. Parties started out 
on Christmas Eve, in couples, 
masked and dressed in fantastic 
costumes, "scare crow" style. 
They went from house to house, 
spending nearly the entire 
night carrying out their nonsen- 
sical sport. The first intimation 
the inmates of a home had of 
their presence was a rattling 
of the twigs on the window 
panes from the outside. After 
a lapse of several minutes, the 
door opened, slowly and softly, 
but only on a crack. Presently, 
a handful of nuts went rattling 
over the floor. as an induce- 
ment to the children, who were, 
as a matter of course, fright- 
ened at the strange maneuvers, 
although not suspecting any 
danger. In a few minutes more, 
the door opened a little wider, 
and some more nuts were scat- 
tered. By this time, the young- 
sters, having mustered up a 
litle courage, advanced, en- 
deavoring to gather up the 
tempting nuts. Then quick as a 
flash, the masqueraders bound- 
ed in on them, and “crack,” 
they received a stinging rap 
across the knuckles. They were 
seized, and pretended threats of 
violence were made in case the 
little innocents offered any 
resistance. This sudden trans- 
formation almost made the 
children's hair stand on end, 
and begging for mercy, were in- 
duced to almost anything asked 
of them. They would dance, 
sing, stand on their heads, etc., 
so as not to be molested 
any further by the intruders. 
Others, more venturesome, at- 
tacked the intruders and un- 
masked, them. Sometimes to 
their utter astonishment, they 
turned out to be members of 
their own family, who started 
away immediately after supper 
pretending to have some busi- 
ness "down town." This con- 
temptible practice has been 
entirely blotted out of exist- 
ence, fortunately, for surely, 
there was no benefit derived 
from it. Many a child was al- 
most driven into convulsions 
with fright, while the parents 
apparently enjoyed the joke, 
being not aware of the danger." 
This sounds fantastic, but 
true and to think it happened 
in Bucks County! I’m inclined 
to believe we have become a 
little more  civilized about 
Christmas and its celebration.

The, men and women of the 
"Underground Railroad" re- 
fused to accept the law of land. 
With the enactment of the 
Fugitive Slave Law of 1850, 
they took upon themselves 
greater risks. Fines and im- 
ргіѕоптепі faced those who 
would aid the fugitive slaves. 
Even with the act of ostracism 
placed over their heads by 
their fellowmen, the abolition- 
ists clung faithfully to what 
they considered a Higher Law. 
The right of freedom—written 
indelibly in the human heart. 

Quakertown, the home of 
Rich. rd Moore, a staunch mem- 
ber of the "railroad", was the. 
last important station in Bucks. 
This was the point for distribu- 
tion further no.th—tothe Lehigh 
and Susquehanna valleys—the 
less populated regions of Penn- 
sylvania. 

Though not ready to unite 
with the revolutionary motto 
of the early abolitionists—"No 
Union with Slaveholders"— 
Moore's home was open to the 
fugitives. He was credited with 


assisting 600 to escape. 

Portly in appearance, digni- 
fied in bearing and generous 
in disposition, Moore operated 
a pottery in the rear of his stone 
mansion on the edge of. Quak- 
ertown. The "underground sta- 
tion" was in the pottery. He was 
an ardent Quaker and quick to 
sympathize with the black 
man’s plight. 

Cloaked in secrecy and de- 
dication as thick as the night 
under which it sought cover, 
the “railroad” continued to 
operate down to the Civil War. 

Virtually every township and 
borough in Bucks County ser- 
ved as a station or substation. 
Doylestown, Solebury, War- 
minster, Hatboro, Langhorne, 
Buckingham and Wrightstown 
are but a few. 

Many of those who kept the 
“railroad” alive will never be 
known. But bravery and loyalty 
obviate names and titles. Be- 
cause of their common goal, this 
country did not become a free 
hunting ground for the southern 
taskmaster, bent on returning 
to bondage his “property”. 

Each slave who made a try 
for freedom earned it. He risked 
his life in the bid.

Dovlestown was hard hit by a business depression in 1921 
but not as badly as other nearby boroughs . . .S. Holmes & Son 
plant had closed down, the Relda Ribbon Mill worked but three 
days a week and things were slow at the Doylestown Agricul- 
tural Works for the first time in years, but pool rooms in 
Sellersville, Quakertown and Lansdale were filled with unem- 
ployed . . . J. J. Conroy, authorized Ford agent “anywhere іп the 
United States" advertised plain touring cars, $440; touring cars 
with starter, $510. 

Doylestown students awarded essay prizes for their present- 
ments on the subject, *Why Buy a Bucks County Farm", were 
Marie Kentopp, Janet Denlinger and Helen Sholler, with Leigh 
Mitchell Hodges and George S. Hotchkiss as judges . . . Ray- 
mond Wodock, of Bridgeport was elected manager of the 
Doylestown baseball club of the Montgomery County League, 
with Wilson Kramer as vice president; John Coates, treasurer; 
James M. Kane, secretary and a finance committee composed of 
Louis C. Rufe, Frank Flack, William Reimer, N. F. Power, Roy 
Johnson, R. C. Tucker, Asher Lear, Harry Nelson and Warren 
Myers. 

The Bucks County Bar Association held its 37th annual 
banquet at the Fountain House, D-Town and went on record 
opposing an increase in inheritance taxes . . . Monday, January 
17, 1921 was a BIG DAY in Doylestown and Bucks county for 
that matter . . . It was the first day that women jurors started 
to serve in Bucks county . . . Called as the first ladv jurors were 
Miss Marian Scholl, Warminster teacher; Mrs. Agnes Williams 
Palmer, Solebury Township: Miss Winifred Callahan, Bristol 
and Alberta M. Tomlinson, Warwick Township . . . The first 
Doylestown woman drawn for jury duty was Mrs. Emma L. 
Rice, wife of Ex-State Senator Hampton W. Rice, for traverse 
jury duty. . . . Judge Ryan expressed his belief that “women 
jurors will be a great benefit to the country.” 

Dovlestown Reading freight yards planned a $100,000 
improvement program to promote the building of a much- 
needed “Y” in the freight yards. . . Believe it or not, 43 years 
later (two weeks ago) the same freight yards went out of busi- 
ness (those nasty trucks!). . . .A local advertisement by The 
Dungan Fertilizer Company (D-Town) read, *Dead Animals 
Removed by Automobile Trucks, $1.00". . .

DOBBIE WEAVER: For more than 50 years we have been 
hammering out columns, news stories, sports and scores of 
obituaries, some dating back to Lansdale High School days

Last month this rambler lost one of his most cherished 
associates, Joseph K. (Dobbie) Weaver, who is well remem- 
bered in Bucks county by the young man who used to play 
against his great Lansdale High School teams when he was a 


non-faculty coach at that school. 
DV HARE Dobbie and this scribe met in a Chautauqua tent in Lans- 
dale before World I, and later formed a news service of our 
AMAZING NEW own that served 13 metropolitan newspapers and several wire 


e services. 
W Ж War was approaching and the Weaver-Thomas combine 
d ip was advised to enlist before the draft caught up. This reporter, 
a bit under weight at the time, took on a few extra pounds, 
actually eating my way into the Army Air Corps. Dobbie too, 
LATEX WALL PAINT enlisted, and was transferred from the Ambulance Corps in 
Allentown to Kelly Field, Texas. 


Rambling Russ followed a month later and we met in Kelly 
Field No. 3, San Antonio, Texas. I was wearing a derby hat, 
Cavalry leggings and a civilian overcoat (not having enough 
Army material to outfit me at Fort Slocum, N.Y., two weeks 
before). 

From my tent headquarters I hiked to the wooden barracks 
where Dobbie was stationed, knocked at the door, walked in 
and asked for “Mr. Weaver". I was ordered to stand at atten- 
tion. In answer to his request I assured the officer in charge 
that I had only been in the Army 10 days and didn't know 
routine. Around my neck I wore at least three different service 
cords that I bought from a fakir on the troop train down to 
Texas.

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It was April 1861. The 
man’s name was Francis Pres- 
ton Blair. His mission in Vir- 
ginia during those dangerous 
times was to deliver an urgent 
appeal from President Lincoln 
to Lieutenant Colonel Robert 
Edward Lee, United States 
Army. 

Our country was walking a 
ledge between war and peace, 
and as state after state followed 
South Carolina in secession 
from the Union, the crumbling 
ledge threatened to precipitate 
the nation into the abyss of 
Civil War. 

President Lincoln, through 
envoy Blair, offered Lee com- 
mand of the United States 
Army in the impending con- 
flict. There was no time for 
deliberation. Fort Sumter had 
already been fired on. 

Lee answered “по” and sent 
Blair packing, back to Presi- 
dent Lincoln. In his courteously 
worded reply he explained, 
‘though I am opposed to seces- 
sion, and deprecate war, I 
would take no part in an inva- 
sion of the Southern states.’ 

Immediately after the inter- 
view, Lee reported its details to 
his commanding officer. Like 
thousands of other southern 
soldiers in the Union Army, he 
saw there was but one way to 
escape the tragedy of fighting 
his relatives and friends in the 
seceding states. He resigned 
his commission and became 
Robert E. Lee, Virginian. 

Lee's career as a private 
citizen in 1861 lasted two days. 

Accepting the invitation of 
the Governor of Virginia, he 
traveled to Richmond, and 
there found a convention in 
session. It had just passed an 
ordinance withdrawing the 
State from the Union. The 
convention offered Lee com- 
mand of the Confederate 
Forces and this time the com- 
mission was accepted. 


Within a week of President 
Lincoln’s appeal to him, Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Lee had become 
a private citizen and, finally, a 
General of the opposing army. 

To understand why his state 
meant more to him than his 
country, we have to look into 
Lee’s background. 

Born at Stratford, Virginia, 
January 19, 1807, Robert Ed- 
ward Lee had been reared in 
the traditions of a family well 
reputed in the affairs of state 
and nation. 

In 1831, two years after his 
graduation from West Point, 
he married Mary Ann Ran- 
dolph Custis, a great grand- 
daughter of Martha Washing- 
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ton and heiress to much of the 
Washington property. If Lec 
had been a staunch Virginian 
before, he was now doubly 
bound by the union of the two 
foremost families of the state. 

While Lee was growing up, 
another young man was pre- 
paring to make his mark in the 
world. This one had no illus- 
trious family, no fine schools 
to help him. But he became the 
man who appealed to Robert 
E. Lee to help in saving the 
nation. 

Abraham Lincoln was born 
in Kentucky's backwoods Feb- 
ruary 12, 1809. His father 
could barely write his own 
name, and when Abe was big 
enough to go to school his Pa 
kept him busy clearing forest, 
plowing, planting and gathering 
corn. 

Thanks to Abe's stepmother 
he did go to school “Ъу littles," 
as he said, for about nine years. 
All his school together didn't 


amount to one full year, but it 
taught him to read and write. 


Abe Lincoln grew big, 
honest, and friendly. On a 


work trip to New Orleans, 
delivering vegetables and bacon 
to cotton planters, he saw ne- 
groes chained and sold in 
auction. It was then he vowed 
to liberate slaves — if he ever 
got the chance. 

Historians attribute his 
growth in politics to the fact 
that he cared about his people 
and they knew it, and they 
pushed him ahead. From assis- 
tant county surveyor and local 
postmaster he rose to serve 
four terms in the Illinois State 
Legislature. During his first 
term, at age 27, he was admit- 
ted to the bar. Eleven years 
later, in 1847, he won a seat in 
Congress, and was elected 
President of the United States 
November 6, 1860. 

When Fort Sumter fell, a 
month after Lincoln’s inaug- 


uration in March, 1861, the 
President issued a call for 
75,000 volunteers and offered 
command of the Union Army 
to Robert E. Lee, the best man 
he knew for the job. 

Lee’s reply came as a sharp 
blow and a dark threat. Lincoln 
made George B. McClellan 
Chief Commander of the north- 
ern army. McClellan was re- 
placed in 1864 by General 
Ulysses S. Grant. 

And when Lee, in full dress 
Confederate uniform, with 
sash and sword, surrendered to 
Grant, who wore a muddy 
private’s uniform with а gener- 
al’s gold stars, at Appomattox 
оп April 9, 1865, it was more 
than loser facing victor. For 
Lee and Grant had been com- 
rades - in - arms in the Union 
Army, years earlier, before the 
Mason Dixon Line divided 
loyalties.

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FAMOUS BUCKS COUNTY MURDER CASES

“I won't stay another day on 
this estate. Please accept this 
resignation effective immedi- 
ately. I can’t put my finger on 
what’s wrong, but I’m not going 
to stay here to find out. Га 
advise you to visit the estate . . . 
but not at night." 

That was the way the care- 
taker quit. J. Paul Clark mulled 
over the note as he sped to his 
Bucks County estate . . . leaving 
urgent work behind him in New 
York City. The uneasy fear at 
what might be wrong compelled 
him to rush. As the car whisked 
over the country road, Clark 
looked straight ahead . . . afraid 
to look to the right or left... . 
almost feeling an unseen pres- 
ence as the headlamps cut into 
the thin blackness of the fall 
night. 

He was alone on the Pennsyl- 
vania country road. Travelling 
a trail that had been used by 
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Penn's settlers to the pre-revo- 
lutionary home. of — Clark’s 
Manor. The Delaware swamp- 
land sparkled in the moonlight.

overturned canoe and was rescued by Dobbie and our girl 
friends whom we later took in as partners and married. 

A Weaver-Thomas syndicated news story about a Saint 
Bernard dog that was ordered shot because it was owned by a 
foreigner, saved the dog’s life and changed the Pennsylvania 
laws during Governor Pinchot’s administration. 

There are many, many other yarns on record but it would 
fill an extra edition of PANORAMA to repeat them again. 

My WWI diary shows that Dobbie and I spent Christmas, 
1917 together in San Antonio. It was the first day in history 
there was snow on the Alamo. 

Said goodbye to Dobbie on January 27, 1918, as 19 coaches 
pulled out of San Antonio with the 130th and 1315 Aero 
Squadron, for Houston, Texas, Baton Rouge, La., New Orleans, 
Montgomery, Ala., Greenwood and Raleigh, S.C. and finally 
Morrison, Va. 

This reporter scooted home for a brief furlough and re- 
ported back to Newport News, Va., where we embarked on the 
USS DeKalb for St. Nazaire, France, on March 30, just 46 
years ago. 

Like Edgar Williams found, it is tough to put an appropriate 
ending to this piece, so I will pass along Williams’ most appro- 
priate finale to a Dobbie Weaver column that appeared recently 
in a Lansdale newspaper: 

“Ноу do I put down the ending for this piece: How do I 
sum up a relationship that began nearly 40 years ago, when I 
was a small boy, and has been one of the most treasured priv- 
ileges of my life? How do I convey all that I fell about the 
passing of Dobbie Weaver? 

“More than two centuries ago, a poet named John Dryden 
wrote: ‘Of no distemper, of no blast he died. . . But fell like 
autumn fruit that mellow’d long’.” 

I agree with Williams, neither of us would be able to say 
it nearly so well as Mr. Dryden said it.

The barn, 
owned by Thomas Stinson of Bedminster and painted by Tom 
Livezey of Dansboro is visible for miles and spreads a little Irish 
influence in the normally Pennsylvania Dutch landscape.

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THE TREE AND THE VINE 

Some 280 years ago on 
March 4, 1681, Chief Justice 
North of the Committee of 
Lords and Trade's Plantations 
drew up a royal Charter at 
Westminster, by order of his 
Ma'esty Charles II, making 
William Penn the sole Proprie- 
tor of the “Province of Pennsil- 
vania." The Charter also grant- 
ed “unto the said William Penn, 
his heirs and assigns, free and 
absolute power to divide the 
said country and islands into 
towns, hundreds, and coun- 
ties." 

Two years later, on March 
10, 1683, the Assembly meet- 
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Se 


ing in Philadelphia ordered that 
“there shall be a county seal in 
every county of this Province,” 
and the Executive Council des- 
ignated as the seal of Bucks 
County “The Tree and the 
Vine.” William Penn presided 
over the Council that chose 
this seal for the official em- 
blem, and it was used on pub- 
lic documents until after the 
outbreak of the Revolution. 
The original seal of Bucks 
County is about the size of a 
silver half-dollar with the es- 
cutcheon or shield of the Penn 
family as the central figure. The 
background of the shield is 
white, with a black band with

three plates оп it, above which 
is a half-moon, probably the 
distinguishing mark of the Pro- 
prietor’s branch of the family. 
Over the shield is a low, broad 
tree having a rather heavy 
trunk, with many branches, re- 
sembling the apple or chestnut. 
From the base of the tree, 
winding around the shield is a 
vine, similar to the old-fashion- 
ed trumpet vine so common 
about the old houses of Bucks 
County. Within a double dot- 
ted line on the outer circle is 
the inscription: “William Penn, 
Proprietor and Governor, 
Bucks" 

It was Charles II who gave

William Penn the right to use 
his arms on the Proprietary 
Seals, and so they came to be 
used as the basis or central 
figure of all Colonial seals. 

William Penn writing to his 
friend, Henry Savill said, “the 
woods yield us plums, grapes, 
peaches, strawberries, and 
chestnuts in abundance.” The 
tree on the seal may well sig- 
nify the chestnut, which Penn 
claims, grew abundantly in this 
area. 

In 1693, King William re- 
pealed the original enactment 
of the.Assembly, but it was re- 
stored again in the same year. 
The Act of 1705 confirmed the 
law “that there shall be a county 
seal in every county of this 
Province for the use of each 
county," so reported the Hon- 
orable Harman  Yerkes of 
Doylestown at a meeting of the 
Historical Society in 1895.

The Sunday Brunch - An American Tradition 


Pennsylvania Manor, the planta- 
tion or summer home of William 
Penn was originally built in 1683 
for the founder of Pennsylvania. 
Reconstructed in 1938 by the 
Pennsylvania Historical Commis- 
sion, it is furnished in period 
furniture and costume. Pennsbury 
is open daily to the public and is 
located in Bucks County, about 
30 miles northeast of Philadelphia. 

In 1771, the legislature of 
Pennsylvania declared the Sus- 
quehanna River and its tributar- 
ies a public highway. 
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Hearty, party foods make up the menu for this after- 
Church brunch. Chilled melon, with wedges of lemon or lime, 
and a choice of cereals will get the meal underway. A hot loaf of 
cinnamon-orange bread, and baked eggs in corned beef hash 
will satistfy even the hungriest guest. These appetite satisfiers 
can be prepared the night before, and timed to come out of the 
oven as guests arrive. 

Cinnamon-Orange Loaf 
14 cup soft butter or margarine 
¥ cup light brown sugar, firmly packed 
V5 cup granulated sugar 
1% teaspoon cinnamon 
1 tablespoon orange juice 
2 teaspoons grated orange rind 
1 (1-pound) loaf sliced enriched bread 


Combine butter, brown sugar, granulated sugar, cinnamon, 
orange juice and rind. To make: Assemble the loaf by stacking 
each slice of bread as you spread it with about 2 teaspoons of the 
sugar mixture. Hold the stack firmly and, with a sharp knife, 
trim away the crusts. Turn loaf on its side and set in a greased 
shallow pan. Loosely tie a string, lengthwise, around the stack. 
Spread remaining sugar mixture over the top. Slice, lengthwise, 
cutting completely through center of loaf. Gently pull top of 
loaf apart in several places. Bake in a hot oven (400? F.) for 
10 minutes. 

Yield: 15 servings 


Baked Eggs in Corned Beef Hash 

1 quart or 2 ( I-pound) cans corned beef hash 

1 pint (14-inch) soft bread cubes 

34 cups milk 

2, tablespoons finely chopped onion 

6 eggs 

2 tablespoons light cream 

Combine corned beef hash, soft bread cubes, milk and 

onion. Press mixture into a greased 1% quart baking dish. Make 
6 square indentations in hash for eggs. Bake in a moderate 
oven (375° F.) for 15 minutes. Remove from oven and break 
one egg into each indentation. Pour 1 teaspoon cream over each 
egg. Return to oven for 15 to 20 minutes longer until eggs are 
set. Cut into squares and serve immediately. 
Yield: 6 servings

As the aged live longer, they become more subject to 
chronic illness. Ambulatory residents need different facilities 
when they become bedridden. Others enter homes only when 
they become seriously and chronically ill. 

The chronically ill do not require full hospital facilities. 
They do need comprehensive medical care in a nursing home 
setting. And today's residential homes are not readily con- 
vertible for caring for the bedridden. 

So my good friends, the Bucks County Commissioners, 
please don't hesitate and quibble any longer. Let's get the 
proposed new addition to Neshaminy Manor Home.

WARDEN CASE: Major John D. Case, ye olde Marine 
Officer, who is now in command at the Bucks Prison in 
Doylestown, has his rehabilitation program well way. At 
the same time he is looking forward to the completion of a new 
$160,000 security prison being erected in Doylestown Town- 
ship. In the meantime the 79-year-old prison sometimes called 
"The Pine Street Hotel is undergoing a face-lifting that will 
make it more modern in every respect. 

Prisoners now receive pay envelopes, believe it or not. 
Some prisoners work at their jobs outside during the week and 
spend Saturday and Sundays in prison. Major hopes to 
have all his staff of 24 guards specially trained another 
year at special schools. 

Something else new at the BCF is a regular visit to the 
prison by a social worker from the William Penn Center in 
Fallsington, who is setting up, or helping to establish a 
coordinated education rehabilitation ‚ 

During some of his spare moments (they ure very few), 
Major Case has been addressing various clubs and ow 
tions. As an interesting speaker he is TOPS in . The 
warden also illustrates his talks with colored of the 
institution he heads. 

Major Case says the new prison farm being built on the 
grounds of Neshaminy Manor Home (the county's home for the 
aged) will afford much improved and much needed facilities as 
our county population increases rapidly. Major Case is 
thoroughly convinced that the prison farm be separated from 
the maximum security prison. 

At the present time‘ a closed circuit, electrically ted 
entrance and exit-unit is being installed at the prison. will 
open and close the prison entrance door automatically by 
pressing a button. From the inside of the prison pe^ r їп 
charge сап see who is “waiting at the door” to get inside, with- 
out actually opening the door until he gets the “green light.” 

Major Case told me that when the prison farm is built, 48 
selected prisoners will be housed there, men who have been 
classified for rehabilitation. 

"I am quite certain", Major Case told me, “therapeutic 
atmosphere of the unwalled prison farm should go a long way 
toward keeping prisoners from returning. 

Major Case said that in the new prison farm headquarters 
will be quartered prisoners ranging from youthful first offenders 
to long-time. vagrants and alcoholics. One thing the prisoners 
will have in common, the warden promises—is work. 

It is my belief of Major Case that there is no rehabilitation 
possible, without work. He claims that nobody can change a 
man's criminal attitude if all he does is sit on his hands all day. 

Many men are in Bucks County Prison because they have 
never learned to employ their leisure time properly, in the 
warden's opinion.

Save My Child’

Today, when а fire is seen or 
the shriek of a fire alarm is 
heard there is little concern 
compared to that of yesteryear. 
The only ones interested today 
are those directly effected and 
the idle curious. This is simply 
because we are completely 
assured of the prompt and 
efficient call of those vigilent 
fire-fighters, the “Volunteer 
Fireman”. This was not always 
the circumstance, as history 
tells us. It was only fifty years 
ago that many of the rural 
villages had no fire equipment 
and had to depend on a nearby 
company to come to its assis- 
tance. Often times this was too 
late. 

Let's look back to the colon- 
ial years, when small villages 
were being formed wherever 
homes and barns were huddled 
together. In these times, a fire 
was everyones affair. 

In many colonial towns the 
law required each home to 
have a leather bucket ready for 
action in case of fire. If no one 
was able to use it, it was to be 
thrown into the street, so that 
someone else could participate 
in the "bucket brigade." 

When the cry of FIRE! 
FIRE! FIRE! was heard in the 
streets, a time of hysteria filled 
the town. People ran to and 
fro, screaming and yelling, in 
order to wake up every volun- 
teer. The church bells rang 
loud and wild in a furious 
double-time. Finally a bucket 
brigade was formed. ( This was 
the first attempt to have an 
organized fire-protection com- 
pany in America.) The bucket 
brigade was nothing more than 
a long line of men stretched 
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from a creek or well, to the 
fire, passing the buckets to 
each other. Many years later an 
improved system was devel- 
oped when the volunteers ran 
to the fire pulling hose-carts 
and carrying well pumps. It 
was not until the 1850's did 
the first successful steam 
engine appear in America. 

The first organized fire com- 
pany in America was started 
by Benjamin Franklin in Phila- 
delphia in 1736. He called his 
company the Union Volunteer 
Fire Company, a most re- 
spected organization. Men 
fought for the limited member- 
ships in this company. А! 
could not be accepted, conse- 
quently, other groups organ- 
ized, setting themselves against 
cach other, buying flashier 
uniforms and gaudicr engines. 
As time went on, there was all 
but a “Kentucky Derby” to get 
to cach fire. There was a race 
to every fire to see who could 
get there first. When they 
arrived, there was another con- 
test to sce who could out-pump 
their rival companies. Brawls 
frequently broke out causing 
havoc, namc-calling and blood- 
ined and the fire was seem- 
ingly left unattended. 

During the mid-Nineteenth 
century, the rivalry that existed 
in some of the larger cities is 
almost unbelievable. Some fire- 
men paid as high as two-thou- 
sand dollars for a hat trimmed 
in gold and silver,and uniforms 
became just as gaudy. Fire 
equipment became  flashier. 
Horses, too, were in great 
demand to pull the equipment. 
"No horses spared," as the 
expression goes. When many 
of these companies were going 
to a fire, it appeared to one 
early traveler, that they were 
"going to a parade." 

Membership in an alert fire 
company became a sort of 
status symbol. “Тһе competi- 
tion to be first at a Fire," wrote 
an English traveler in the 
1850's “is so ardent, that am- 
bitious young men sleep as if 
a part of the brain were left 
awake to watch for the word 
Fire. They will sometimes put 
on their boots and great-coats, 
carry their clothes in their 
hands, and dress at the fire. In 
rushing along the streets, some- 
times blowing horns, and ring- 
ing the large bells attached to 
the engines . . . they often run 
down and severely injure pas- 
sengers who are in their way: 
or if one of themselves fall, the 
rest drag on the engine, regard- 
less of his fate, and occasion- 
ally break his legs or arms with 
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the wheels . . . when two com- 
panics arrive at a fire at the 
same time, the companies 
frequently fight for the first 
place, and then a desperate and 
bloodly battle will rage for a 
considerable time, while the 
flames are making ап un- 
checked progress.” 

Many of the boys and young 
men who “ran with the ma- 
chine” as voluntecr aides to 
the volunteers, were often 
irresponsible roughnecks for 
whom the fighting was a large 
part of the sport. 

The first attempt to have an 
organized fire company in 
Doylestown was in 1825, when 
Asher Miner, the editor of the 
then "Correspondent" news- 
paper printed in Doylestown, 
called for a meeting. It was to 
be held on Monday night, 
January 24, 1824 at 7 o'clock 
at the public house of Jacob 
Kohl known as The SHIP 
TAVERN, located at the cast 
corner of present day Main 
and State streets. At that meet- 
ing, a company was formed, 
and the following officers were 
elected: President, Abraham 
Chapman; Vice President, Tim- 
othy Smith; Treasurer. John 
Pugh; and secretary, William 
T. Rogers. 

The early records of this 
company are vague, but we do 
find several incidents which 
took place over a period of

Bucks County is a hotbed of 
individualism and there’s a rev- 
olutionist in Doylestown — a 
real troublemaker! His name? 
Ralph S. Kuhn. Description? 
Slight build, young, medium 
height, soft voice, mild man- 
nered. Hardly the stereotyped 
picture of a revolutionary. But 
make no mistake — behind 
that facade this person is a rad- 
ical, a man to be watched. 

Mr. Kuhn doesn’t disguise 
his presence and even has the 
nerve to make his headquarters 
within the very shadow of the 
Bucks County Court House. 
Such effrontery! 

His center of operations is 
easily identifiable by ап 
“Apothecary” sign at 42 East 
Court Street. Mr. Kuhn is a 
pharmacist and therein hangs 
the tale, but the quaint exterior 
of his shop, conforming with 
the historical character of the 
town, in no way reveals his 
revolutionary spirit. 

This is no ordinary pharma- 
cy or drug store in the way 
that you and I know it. Gone 
are the ice cream stools, soda 
fountain, after-shave lotion and 


beauty preparations. In their 
place is а single, spotless, 
"office-type" room, complete 


with walnut paneling and a fire- 
place that works. 

Within these quarters Mr. 
Kuhn has helped stir up a 
heated controversy among fel- 
low pharmacists. His revolu- 
tion is the counterpart of a sim- 
ilar uprising conducted by a 
friend and colleague in Berry- 
ville, Virginia. In essence it is 
an attempt to free the profes- 
sional pharmacist from the grip 
of the mass market merchan- 
disers whose influence, he feels, 
has placed most pharmacists in 
a class with the five and ten 
cent store operators and finds 
them selling anything from El- 
vis Presley to Benzedrine. This 
association, Kuhn believes, has 
lowered the quality of service 
to clients and has thereforé en- 
dangered the professional repu- 
tation of the pharmacist. How-

ever, Mr. Kuhn also questions 
the ability of the pharmacist to 
carry out his professional obli- 
gation to the public if 50% of 
his time must be spent dispens- 
ing candy bars and hair pins. 
As any true revolutionary, 
Mr. Kuhn is a man who active-

ly supports his beliefs in deed 
as well as word. After gradua- 
tion from the University of 
Pittsburgh School of Pharmacy 
in 1952, he worked for his 
father in the family drug store 
in Vandergrift, Pennsylvania. 
There he began to develop the 


idea of having an honest-to- 
goodness pharmacy of his own. 
Finally one April morning, 
after nine years of peddling 
tooth paste and hair brushes, 
his professional conscience got 
the better of him and he quit 
the security of his father's 
store to establish his dream in 
Doylestown in August, 1962. 

It is still too soon to predict 
success or failure for this ven- 
ture. Instant success was not 
expected nor forthcoming, but 
the signs are pointing to posi- 
tive recognition. 

If success does come to Mr. 
Kuhn, could it really affect 
other men in the profession? 
Do others secretly support his 
philosophy but hesitate to 
make the same fateful de- 
cision? What will be the fate 
of the corner drug store as we 
know it today? 

Dr. Robert Edward King. 
Professor of Pharmacy at the 
Philadelphia College of Phar- 
macy and Science, sees this 
approach of Mr. Kuhn as an 
advantage to pharmacy, the 
physician and thc patient. *Our 
problem", he says, "is how tc 
be a better pharmacist and to 
provide patients with a better 
service than what they are now 
receiving. A pharmacist who 
can devote himself completely 
to his profession will be able to 
specialize and in a very real 
sense offer individual therapy, 
а service which is not now 
available. This prospect could 
eventually lead to board quali- 
fications for pharmacists in vari- 
ous fields of specialization, an 
event which could only be of 
immediate benefit to the pa- 
tient. Drug stores as we know 
them will continue to thrive, 
but they will not be run by 
pharmacists." 

The final answer to these 
and other leading questions 
about the pharmaceutical pro- 
fession may very well be an- 
swered by men like Ralph 
Kuhn who dare to strive for an 
ideal.

breaking VFW demonstration of “patriotism in action" 
throughout the United States and overseas. 

From Yokohama to Maine and Puerto Rico to Alaska, 
VFW men and women are living up a variety of Loyalty Day 
programs. In this arca it is the District Dinner of the 25th of 
April that will make the observance of Loyalty Day by posts in 
Bucks and Lehigh counties. 

What is Loyalty Day? It was started by the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, by Americans for America, as a countermeasure 
against Communist demonstrations of ridicule and hatred for 
American ideals. The VFW men were sickened by anti-Ameri- 
can activities and our combat veterans declared —"Let's push 
these characters into the background. Let's lead a LOYALTY 
campaign. Let's revive some of the old-fashioned American 
fighting spirit." 

As a result, the Congress of the United States enacted P.L. 
85-529 which provides, and according to our Congressman 
Willard S. Curtin (R., Bucks-Lehigh) May 1 of each year 
shall be called LOYALTY DAY. “It shall be a special day 
for the reaffirmation of loyalty to the United States—and for 
recognition of the heritage of American freedoms."

The site of our new building has a storied past.... 


In the early 1800's, an Inn was built 
near the corner of Main Street and 
Shewell Avenue. Called “The Court 
Inn,” it was the center of most of 
Doylestown's activity in the middle part 
of the last century. The host of The 
Court Inn was William Watts, whose 
main claim to fame was that he was 
the proud owner of two “Lafayette 
Horses.” These were two of the six 
cream bays that drew the carriage of the 
great Frenchman through the streets of 
Philadelphia in 1824. 

In 1866, Allen H. Heist bought The 
Court Inn and erected the building that 
stood until recently. It was later called 
the Monument House. You will note in 
the photo at the top of the page, the 
trolley station across the street. 


In more recent times, the building be- 
came known as The Bucks County Inn. 
(Your editor had the pleasure of joining 
Senator Mansfield (now majority leader 
in the U.S. Senate) for breakfast there 
one morning, as the Senator passed 
through town.) Many of the famous 
and the near famous could be counted 
among its guests. 

The Bucks County Inn began a steady 
decline in recent years until it finally 
closed its doors. Last year the Inn was 
raised for the construction of the new 
Doylestown Federal Savings and Loan 
Association Building. The photos at the 
bottom of this page show the cranes and 
| bulldozers doing the job. With the clear- 

ing of the lot, one era ended, and a new 
one began.

the pump. After several hours 
the fire was under control. It 
was later discovered that the 
prisoners had started the fire 
by thrownig matches out of the 
jail windows onto the straw in 
the stable below. This fire 
aroused the people of Doyles- 
town, and the following month 
the Doylestown Fire Company 
No 1 was organized at Heist’s 
hotel, where several hundred 
were in attendance. 

Nearly a half-century ago 
Doylestown experienced 115 
worst fire. It was on Christmas 
day, 1913. The then famous 
Doylestown Agriculture Works

The entire 
surrounding area was alerted, 
and the following companies 
came to the rescue; Chalfont 
Fire Co; Pioneer Co. of Jen- 
kintown; Lingohocken Co. of 
Wycombe; and the Willow 
Grove and Hatboro Fire Com- 
panies. The fire raged for 
hours and to complicate things 
abit more, the Jenkintown Fire 
Company could have stayed 
home. It was discovered that 
their couplings didn't match. 
They had bragged that they 
made it to Doylestown in the 
same time as the Wycombe 
Engine, exactly twenty-three 
minutes, a record time! On that 
day all the roads leading to 
Doylestown were crowded with 
wagons and curious people 
who were attracted to Doyles- 
town by the dense smoke when 
it was reported the whole town 
would burn down. But it did 
not, thanks to the Volunteers. 

Today, the many volunteer 
Fire Companies that dot Bucks 
County do not have the same 
type of rivalry as they did in 
"the old days", but the same 
pride of getting to a fire and 
putting it out in the fastest 
period of time still exists. 
Today, instead of gaudy fire 
trucks and fancy uniforms, the 
emphasis is on fast, efficient 
equipment. 

The fire companies have a 
rich and colorful history. But 
then, as now, we all owe the 
volunteer fireman a vote of 
thanks. Without these unselfish 
men and women, who, on а 
moments notice drop every- 
thing to get to the fire and 
save the burning structure, 
where would we be? 


(Ed Note — Our thanks to Mr. 
Kulp for preparing this histori- 
cal narrative on early fire 
fighters of Bucks County. Next 
month, The Bucks County 
Historical Society on Pine 
Street, Doylestown, will present 
a display of the many forms of 
early fire fighting.

Reminisces 


by C. Norman Detweiler 


Memorial Day, which had its beginning below the Mason- 
Dixon Line as Decoration Day, was designated originally as a 
day on which to decorate the graves of the Confederate soldiers 
who fell in the war between the States. The day set aside was 
April 26 and on that day the graves in cemeteries throughout 
the South were strewn with flowers. 

Before long the custom was likewise adopted in the North 
and May 30 was established as Decoration Day. First establish- 
ed to honor the soldiers and sailors who gave their lives in 
the Civil War, it has since become a day on which to pay 
tribute to those who served in all of our country’s wars; but 
with time came a change in the manner in which the day is 
celebrated. 

Prior to World War I the day was in truth a decoration day, 
when graves of departed service men were covered with flow- 
ers, placed there by community residents during the course of 
the day’s ceremonies. Parades were the order of the day in 
most every town, with hundreds of school children, local 
lodges, veterans and town bands participating. 

Children, then, were imbued with the meaning and purpose 
of the day and deemed it their duty to gather flowers the day 
before, make them into bouquets or daisy chains and carry 
them in the parade to the cemeteries and place them reverently 
on the graves of “the old soldiers." 

Years ago children were required to report to their school 
rooms on May 30, were given credit for the day's attendance, 
and were then accompanied by their teachers in the proces-

The Story of Bucks County's Prison 


“We just get treated decent- 
ly,” the denim-clad young man 
said, licking his lips. “Being in 
here has helped me. At least, 
it hasn’t harmed me.” He grip- 
ped the arm of his chair and 
looked, for a long moment, out 
the window. “I have a family 
waiting. I get out in just a 
couple months now. I’m gonna 
try not to disappoint them. You 
know, you take one drink, 
maybe two. Then that false 
courage comes on.” 

His name? John Doe. His 
address? Bucks County Prison, 
Doylestown, Pa.. His offense? 
Armed Robbery—and a large 
amount of false courage. I sat 
opposite him in the Warden’s 
office and found myself hoping 


he'd make it. He'd been helped jg 


here. His chances were good. 
But it was still up to him. 

Society demands its rights of 
protection from those who 
would disregard the rights of 
others in pursuit of their own 
gains. To meet this demand is 
the primary purpose of any 
prison. But the often over- 
looked truth is that society, 
banishing an individual from 
its midst, loses that individual's 
talent. The only way for society 
to regain that lost talent is 
to understand and sympathize 
with techniques of rehabilita- 
tion— the ultimate purpose of 
the Bucks County Prison. 

Society is an animal one must 
get used to, live with and in 
and eventually adjust to. There 
are those who retreat from or 
rebel against this hypothesis. 
For these, reality is a thing of 
their own creation. Treatment 
and rehabilitation may help the 
person to understand his prob- 
lem and thereby climb above it. 
And within the walls of 
the medieval-style castle on 
Pine Street, the newly-opened 
"Treatment Center" is trying to 
do just that. 

"We are in the salvage busi- 
ness, not the junk businesss," 
says Bucks County Prison 
Warden John D. Case. “Indivi- 
duals are confined to this 
institution as punishment; not 
for punishment.” 

A stalwart, six-foot retired 
Major with twenty-one years 
service in the Marine Corps, 
Warden Case acquired his 
duties upon the retirement of 
Earl Handy, who had been 
Warden for more than twenty 
years. 

As far back as an early 19th 
Century Board of Visitors’ 
Report, the hue and cry for 
reform measures inside the 
sandstone walls of the prison 
was heard . . . “This structure

(old building) continues to go 
from bad to worse and is now 
almost unfit for human habita- 
tion. It has been justly said that 
the barns and farm buildings on 
the place are really better adap- 
ted for the use of human beings 
than this old dilapidated and 
uncomfortable house...” 

It appears Bucks County's 
first jail was built in Falls 
Township in 1687. In 1724, 
the Assembly directed that 
the Courthouse and jail, to be 
relocated on a 5-асге site in 
Newtown, Bucks County, be 
separate edifices. In 1810, 
Newtown was proved inacces- 
sible as a central seat and Doy- 
lestown was named in its place. 
The prison remained on Court 
St. in Doylestown for 70 years. 
Then because of deterioration 
and increased population, a 
new jail was planned. In 1885, 
the present jail was completed. 

The stone walls that sur- 
round the prison are thirty-two 
feet high—and very solid. 
They are topped by strings of 
high tension barbed wire that 
would cause the wail of a siren 
if tampered with. The exterior 
of the prison is impressive in 
its look of forboding. No social 
teas here. You don’t cross the 
threshold unless you have a 
good reason. A visitor might be 
able to ignore the loneliness of 
the stone walls. For one who 
plans on staying awhile, that is 
a hard thing to do. 

There is a “long block”, a 
“short block”, a "Woman's 
Wing” and on entering the 
prison itself, after a short walk 


across the courtyard, two 
“holding cells” for persons 
brought in during the night. 
After an interview, fingerprint- 
ing, bloodtesting and photo- 
graphing, the person is assigned 
a cell. 

The cells, painted various 
colors, accomodate four pris- 
oners — each cell containing 
bunk beds attached to the wall, 
a toilet, wash basin, stool and 
desk. 

Exercise for the adults and 
juveniles is held in separate 
yards. The prisoner is encour- 
aged to work during the day— 
in the garden, around the 
grounds, in the kitchen, in the 
barber shop, in the library, 
whatever he can do. Access to 
limited freedom is judged 
according to his classification, 
minimum or maximum security. 
He works, he reads, he plays— 
but there is still a lot of time 
left over. 

What lands a man in jail? 

Fifty percent of those behind 
bars are there because of drink, 
says Major Case. The Bucks 
County Prison is a “short term” 
institution. Prisoners awaiting 
trial and those legally sentenced 
by the Court make up the 
populace. Some, inmates have 
“flat time” to serve—a specified 
number of days—from two 
months minimum to twenty- 
three months maximum. 

According to a state report 
for 1958-60, Bucks County 
Prison commitments ranged 
disorderly conduct, vagrancy, 
motor-vehicle violation, theft, 
contempt of court, non-support 


and on down the line. 

Resentment of authority, low 
educational standards and poor 
environment conditions may be 
indirect causes for a man’s 
imprisonment. But emotional 
disturbances that eat away at 
a man’s mind are the more 
likely. 

Psychological motivation di- 
rects human action. None of 
us loves, hates or even lands 
in jail without a reason. And 
that reason is often hidden 
beneath reams of other reasons 
that have satisfied their purpose 
for quite a while—that being 
to hide the true reason. 

“We challenge uncomfor- 
tableness here,” says Major 
Case. "When a man walks 
through that door and the gates 
clang shut, there is no one 
left to hate. Then treatment 
begins." 

The "treatment" has as its 
purpose a psychological under- 
standing of the prisoner as man 
and human being. When “ban- 
ishment" occurs, when he walks 
across the threshold of the jail 
and is slapped in the face with 
the stone walls of the court- 
yard, he is a man with a prob- 
lem. Probing begins into the 
"why" of his being there. In 
the process perhaps for the 
first time in his life, he begins 
to know a little about himself. 

How does the Treatment 
Center of the Bucks County 
Prison work? 

Briefly, two correctional 
counselors, Roy Beans and 
Nicholas Zelenevich, consult

INDEPENDENCE HALL 


A one day near-by trip that 
Panorama suggests, is a visit to 
Independence Hall in Phila- 
delphia. The marry alterations 
and improvements to the area 
make it well worth while, even 
if you had visited it some years 
ago. Take a step into history 
one day soon. 
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“The United States was 
created in Philadelphia on July 
4, 1776, when the Continental 
Congress voted the final form 
of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence. The United States was 
perpetuated on September 17, 
1787, when the Federal Con- 
vention completed its work on 


the Constitution and referred it, 
through Congress, to the indivi- 
dual States for ratification. 
Both these great decisions were 
made in the same chamber in 
what is now called Independ- 
ence Hall" These words of 
Carl Van Doren tell the story 
behind Independence National 


Park. Included also are Con- 
gress Hall, Old City Hall, and 
Independence Squares all own- 
ed by the city of Philadelphia 
but administered by the 
National Park Service; Carpen» 
ters Hall and Christ Church, 
privately owned but included 
in the interpretive program 
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of the service under cooperative 
agreements; and other historic 
structures. Restoration of In- 
dependence Hall to its colonial 
look has been aided through the 
donation, by the General Fede- 
ration of Women’s Clubs, of 
$210,000 to refurnish the first 
floor, with primary emphasis 
on the Assembly Room where 
the Declaration was signed and 
the Constitution written and on 
the Supreme Court Chamber. 
Independence Hall the historic 
collection alone is worth at 
least $1,000,000—and some of 
the items are beyond price. 

It is easy to get to Independ- 
ence Hall by train or by car. 
Nearby are many dozen other 
historical buildings, not to 
mention the new American 
Wax Museum, depicting im- 
portant events in our history in 
life like wax figures.—RJA

Finally 
in 1918, with only $100. worth 
of shoe stock for men, women 
and children, Wynne Nyce 
opened his first shoe store on 
the second floor of his parents’ 
home at West and Decatur 
streets. The one-room store 
was not large, but he had some 
chairs, fitting stools and a few 
shelves for the shoes. Within 
a short time, news of this young 
man’s good shoes and, un- 
doubtedly his conscientious 
nature, spread throughout the 
area and he moved his business 
down to the first floor and 
built an addition. This allowed 
him to have one small show 
window with a sign which 
read:

Ten years after Wynne had 
begun his business, he found 
he had to have more room for

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his growing business and his 
prowing family. So in the 
spring of 1928, he moved his 
family into a new house a few 
blocks away, and the business 
into new, larger headquarters 
at West and State streets, the 
current location. In his new lo- 
cation on a busy corner, his 
business continued to grow 
and prosper under his honest 
business ethics. Here he was 
able to enlarge his stock and 
had the facilities to fit even 
the oddest sizes.

selection, Wynne set about 
learning all there was to learn 
about the industry. He visited 
many factories, watched how 
shoes were made, and what 
kinds of leather were used. Hc 
particularly studied the art of 
fitting all kinds of feet, a phase 
that he still dwells on. Finally 
in 1918, with only $100. worth 
of shoe stock for men, women 
and children, Wynne Nyce 
opened his first shoe store on 
the second floor of his parents' 
home at West and Decatur 
streets. The one-room store 
was not large, but he had some 
chairs, fitting stools and a few 
shelves for the shoes. Within 
a short time, news of this young 
man's good shoes and, un- 
doubtedly his conscientious 
nature, spread throughout the 
area and he moved his business 
down to the first floor and 
built an addition. This allowed

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his growing business апа his 
growing family. So in the 
spring of 1928, he moved his 
family into a new house a few 
blocks away, and the business 
into new, larger headquarters 
at West and State streets, the 
current location. In his new lo- 
cation on a busy corner, his 
business continued to grow 
and prosper under his honest 
business ethics. Here he was 
able to enlarge his stock and 
had the facilities to fit even 
the oddest sizes. 

Eventually, when Mrs. Nyce 
found shoes stacked in her 
laundry room and garage, 
Wynne came to the realization 
that indeed he must enlarge 
again. And so in the spring of 
1948 he completely remodeled 
and enlarged to the present 
modern family shoe store.

Along 
with this study, the counselors 
take periodic training courses 
—the most recent being a two- 
week course in alcoholism con- 
ducted at Elizabethtown 
College. 

Within 24 hours after com- 
mitment, a man will talk with a 
counselor and among other 
things, give his version of the 
offense. His family, social and 
economic backgrounds are dis- 
cussed. At-home problems, fre- 
quently one of the causes of his 
being there, are talked over and 
analyzed. Religious and voca- 
tional histories are tabulated. 
Medical and dental recommen- 
dations are noted. (It has been 
found that a new set of 
dentures, replacing broken or 
chipped front teeth, gives a man 
a whole new outlook on life.) 
Personality problems are spot- 
ted; withdrawn or just shy; 
mildly aggressive or outright 
hostile; placating or vindictive. 
How tractible or intractible is 
the inmate? How much can he 
be helped? How much can he 
NOT be helped? Does his 
crime warrant his being sent to 
another institution? Is there a 
good chance for rehabilitation 
here? 

A summary is given to the 
Warden. Security classification 
is adjudged according to the 
crime. The man is acquainted 
with the recreational and edu- 
cational facilities of the prison. 
These include badminton, base- 
ball, football, chess, checkers, 
parchesi. Among the educa- 
tional courses are first aid, a 
sketching class, a photography 
class, a leather-working class. 
Each instructor — brought in 
from the outside—is expert in 
his field and teaches not only 
the fundamentals of his craft

that go along with earning one’s 
way in life. 

Books, donated by inter- 
ested persons and the Book- 
mobile of the Buck s County 
Free Library system, stock the 
shelves of a "cell" library and 
are borrowed from inmate 
"librarians" according to latest 
library regulations. 

Periodic "bull" sessions with 
Major Case, a counselor or 
Educational Coordinator Hor- 
ace Mellors, are granted each 
man to help him realize his 
potential in the outside world. 
What kind of work is he best 
suited for? What can he do 
best? What has he done in the 
past? What are his interests? 

Mellor's stay at the prison, 
an indefinite one, is an experi- 
ment of the Red Feather 
Agency of the William Penn 
Center. He acts as liason be- 
tween instructors and inmates 
and offers to each inmate free 
of charge tests of mental, read- 
ing and factory apptitude. 


"Out of 80", he says, "35 to’ 


50 consider themselves labor- 
ers. But most don't know 
themselves. And they don't 
know what they can do. They 
are amazed, as one inmate put 
it, to find that "someone cares.” 


A "Letters to the Warden" 
box is planted just inside the 
“long block" of cells. Some of 
of the letters are requests—an 
inmate's telephone call to his 
wife; a loan from his prison 
bank account. This was started 
upon his commitment and 
added to with earnings received 
from his working in and around 
the jail, or by relatives and 
friends. Some are complaints: 
Some are “newsy bits". All are 
read by Major Case as part of 
his morning's routine. 

"Each individual is impor- 
tant," says Major Case. “You 
can't just throw a man into a 
group and expect him to be 
rehabilitated. Basically, we try 
to guide him in solving his 
problems so that when he gets 
out, he stands a chance of not 
repeating his offense." 

But, statistics say, fifty-five 
percent of the persons released 
from a Federal prison can 
expect to return to one prison 
or another. Why? 

Home problems may still 
exist—no matter how well the 
man has been rehabilitated. 
And, if returning to society, he 
finds it hostile, if employment is 
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refused him because of his 
"record", he may take the easy 
way out—the way he thinks 
can best benefit him. In prison, 
he might think, they cared. But 
outside—that's another story. 

"No one improvement is 
a panacea," says Coordinator 
Mellors. 


The Bucks County Prison is 
a community within itself—a 
world set apart from its indus- 
trial, residential and artistic 
surroundings. Within its walls, 
people with problems that grew 
too big for them to handle learn 
they exist and perhaps they 
learn to handle them. As long 
as we are a human society, we 
will have need for prisons. But 
they are not an end—a "dump- 
ing ground" for those we con- 
sider too weak to make the 
grade. Indeed, as the Bucks 
County Prison is trying to 
show, they may be the begin- 
nings for new lives—Stop signs 
at the end of long and lonely 
one-way streets.

One of the most destructive forces in the state today is 
fire, which each year takes a terrible toll in lives and property. 

Every week should be fire prevention week, to alert our 
citizens of the seriousness of this threat to their lives, their 
families, their homes and their future. The seriousness of the 
fire problem is a challenge to correct existing fire hazzards and 
promote safety measures to reduce this drain upon the re- 
sources of Our communities. 

At all times citizens should check for fire hazzards in their 
homes and places of business. Heating plants, fuses and elect- 
rical wiring should be examined and made safe. Premises 
should be cleared of cumbustible trash. 

Those in charge of schools, theatres, hospitals, churches 
and other places of public assembly, have an especially heavy 
burden. It is their duty to be certain the buildings are fire safe 
and equipped with proper fire fighting tools and adequate 
exits. 

Special fire safety programs should be held in schools where 
lifelong habits of fire consciousness can be instilled in the 
young people by proper training.

sion through town to the local cemeteries where ceremonies 
were held and a squad of “old soldiers” fired a salute over the 
graves of their departed comrades. 

At the conclusion of those ceremonies the town assembled 
in the community park where a program was presented, in- 
cluding a lengthy oration by an imported speaker of note. By 
that time the morning was well spent, literally and otherwise, 
and those who did not bring picnic lunches for the family went 
home to fill the empty void. Thus was spent Decoration Day 
in its earliest years. 

But something has happened to Memorial Day since 
World War I. Gone are the veterans of the Civil War, and a few 
of the 98'rs remain. Parades are not as large as they once were, 
and in many instances have been discontinued altogether. 
School children no longer are required to participate enmasse, 
lodges and civic ofganizations are absent from the line of 
march, and save for present day veterans' organizations, fire 
companies and Boy and Girl Scouts, many a town would not 
have a parade and ceremonial rites in cemeteries on the 30th 
of May. 

Time was, also, when almost every residence in town was 
profusely decorated with bunting and flags. Today the bunting 
is a thing of the past and flags are often conspicuous by their 
absence in some communities. 

So, Memorial Day has been affected by the changing times, 
and with millions of family cars taking to the highways for the 
holiday, it has become a national hit-the-road day which 
usually ends with a casualty list greater than any one day of 
any war.

An Editor 
Reminisces

SCHOOL DAYS, BUTTONS AND BOWS 


"No more pencils, no more books, no more teacher's sassy 
looks." 

That was the chant on the tongues of school children back 
in the early part of this century when school closed for the 
Summer. 

Those were the days when girls had long hair, parted in the 
middle, and with braids either hanging down the back or neatly 
wrapped around the head. Big bow hair ribbons were also the 
style, as were high-necked and rather long dresses. To show 
the calf of the leg was immodest, unladylike, and deemed a 
sort of flirtation — and boys looked, even as they do today! 

Boys, too, had their particular and peculiar garb, wearing 
knee pants, blouses, long black stockings and round garters 
made of black elastic about an inch wide. Coats, or sweaters, 
and neck-ties were a must for the boys, and suspenders had to 
be worn under the blouse. No oxfords, or loafers for the lads 
in those days, the shoes were of the high variety, either 
buttoned or laced, with four hooks instead of eyelets on either 
side of the upper part of the laced shoe. Girls generally wore 
high buttoned shoes and black ribbed stockings—no nylons in 
those days. 

A class, characteristic of that era, is the one pictured 
herewith. It was the Sixth Grade in the Arch Street school in 
Perkasie, in the year 1907. William F. Weisel, a native of 
Weisel, Bucks County, Penna., was the teacher. Mr. Wiesel 
later became a physician and engaged in general practice in 
Quakertown for many years. Since his death a number of years 
ago his practice has been continued by his son, Dr. William 
F. Weisel, Jr.

A summer ride along the 
northern winding course of the 
Delaware River Road in Bucks 
County is one of the most scenic 
trips їп America. 

Traveling north on Route 32. 
The River Road, from the his- 
toric Washington Crossing Park 
through the villages of New 
Hope. Centre Bridge, Lumber- 
ville, Point Pleasant, Upper 
Black Eddy and Riegelsville, 
you pass through almost perpet- 
‘ual cool twilight, where moun- 
tain walls, the Palisades, reach 
a perpendicular height of nearly 
four hundred feet. In many 
places huge Sycamore trees 
overhang ihe roadway — and 
canal. 

Along these shady reaches 
came several of America's most

famous people — President 
Grover Cleveland came here 
several times to fish near the 
“Narrows” before the turn of 
this century. Thomas Edison vis- 
ited in Riegelsville many times. 

In the summer of 1841, one 

of the country’s greatest authors 
— Washington Irving, came to 
the Upper Delaware regions by 
canal boat and was so thrilled, 
he wrote his sister an interesting 
letter describing what he ob- 
served. 
“. . . romantic valleys — for up- 
wards of 90 miles I went 
through a constant succession of 
scenery that would have been 
famous had it existed in any 
part of Europe . . .” 

Of course the romancer of 
"Sleepy Hollow," who charmed 
the world with his writings did 
not come to the heart of Bucks 
County, but the scenery he saw 
was similar, although perhaps 
not as beautiful. 

The old Delaware River Ca- 
nal, completed in 1832, offers 
additional beauty, as it follows 
the river through lush pastures, 
wooded hills, quaint old locks, 
enchanting private gardens and 
near some pretentious river 
houses built during the nineteen- 
th century. 

The "Palisades," for a dis- 
tance of three miles along the 
river, is perhaps the most out- 
standing scenery along this road. 
A road leads to the top of these 
cliffs to a section called "Top 
Rock," a breath-taking precip- 
ice, overlooking the river and 
New Jersey for many miles. 

To add to the charm of this 
historic route, are the several 
old Inns that still are opened to 
the traveler, among these are 
the "Washington Crossing Inn" 
at Washington's Crossing; “Lo- 
gan Inn" at New Hope, “Black 
Bass" at Lumberville, and the 
"Indian Rock" at the Palisades. 

Perhaps a modern day Mark 
Twain will apply himself to the 
Delaware River and glamorize 
this stream, because without the 
deft touch of Twain the Missis- 
sippi would be just another riv- 
er. 

Since time began, Indians had 
lived here, and trotted what are 
parts of the present day River 
Road. 

Steamers plowed the river 
from Lumberville to Easton 
during the 1850's. Rafting on 
the Delaware lasted for more 
than a century. Floods periodi- 
cally swept these banks, pushing 
man back from its shores, but 
they came back, and rebuilt. 
Many of these houses standing 
along the Delaware today, are 
some of the finest to be seen in 
the county.

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An Editor Reminisces 
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Four of that class met untimely deaths. Stanley Moyer was 
fatally injured as a lad when he was struck in the stomach by a 
baseball bat in the hands of a playmate. Flossie Weeks died of 
diphtheria shortly after the photo was taken, Ruth Fehr died 
in her teens and Harold Moyer succumbed to pneumonia in 
an Army camp during World War I. Most of those boys saw 
service with the armed forces in that "War to End War,” some 
being gassed or wounded in battles in France. 

What has become of all these folks and what have they done 
professionally and otherwise since the days of hair ribbons and 
high buttoned shoes? Wouldn't we like to know? Ten of the 
original group of thirty-nine graduated from Perkasie high 
school in 1913. Time, marriage, employment and other factors 
scattered those youths to far and varied places. Death, too, 
has since taken its toll, and there is no telling how many of the 
original group are now numbered in the class of Golden Agers. 

What a reunion that would be if it were possible to gather 
the remaining boys and girls of 1907 together in Perkasie 
before the Arch Street school and the rest of us pass into 
oblivion! 

For “Auld Lang Syne,” and for the edification of the 
younger generations, here are the names of those pictured 
youngsters of yesteryear:

Long before the present day word "CARE" was coined there 
were people in Quakertown who cared about less fortunate 
people elsewhere. And so it was back in 1901 that a group of 
girls set out to do something for others. 

The "North American," a Philadelphia daily newspaper, 
(now defunct) was the sponsor of “The North American's 
Poor Children’s Relief Fund,” to provide outings and other 
enjoyment for the city’s less fortunate youngsters. 

Children in Philadelphia and suburban areas held porch 
parties to raise money to contribute to the cause and the idea 
spread through the North Penn valley also. 

The “North American,” which had a sizeable circulation in 
this community, ran a feature page in its August 16th (1901) 
issue, including a picture of the Quakertown lassies, with the 
following account of the local affair: 


LITTLE GIRLS EARN $100 
FOR THE FUND 
Porch Party in Quakertown 
Aids the Thousands of 
Tenement Sufferers 
Tweve little girls gave a porch and lawn party at Broad and 
Main Streets, Quakertown, on August 9. They realized $100.31 
which they gladly sent to the “North American's Poor 
Children's Relief Fund. Tickets were sold at five cents for 
children and fifteen cents for adults. The former were enter- 
tained from 3 to 6 P. M., and the latter from 7 to 10 P. M. 
АП were treated to a glass of lemonade and a piece of cake. 
Ice cream was sold for ten cents a plate. A distinct novelty 
consisted of a pile of sand called *The Klondike." In this were 
buried many small articles and guests were charged five cents

Have you noticed the em- 
phasis that has been put on air 
polution during the past few 
weeks? There are announce- 
ments оп the radio and articles 
in the paper about the duties 
of each and every citizen to 
help combat this serious prob- 
lem. With this in mind, I wish 
to pass along a tip that I heard 
and feel to be excellent. 

As you undoubtedly know, 
automobiles give off carbon 
monoxide fumes апа these 
fumes are a big cause of air 
polution. Along the same lines, 
it is also known that green 
plants counteract this gas and 
tend purify the air. This is one 
reason that the air polution 
problem is not as critical in the 
rural areas as it is in the urban 
developments. 

Bearing this in mind, it fig- 
ures that if there are sufficient 
green plants to counteract all 
the carbon monoxide then one 
major cause will no longer be 
present. Therefore, it becomes 
the motorists responsibility to 
see that this situation comes 
about. 

There are several ways that 
this can be done. One being 
that the street commission 
could plant a grass strip be- 
tween lanes of traffic instead of 
the currently existing white 
lines which are usually faded 
anyway.

Along Ihe Delaware

Historical Editor 
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Much history has taken place 
along the banks of our famous 
Delaware River. 

There is a small brownstone 
marker in Upper Makefield 
Township with an inscription 
that reads “Near this spot 
Washington Crossed the Dela- 
ware on Christmas night 1776, 
the eve of the Battle of Tren- 
ton". Known as McKonkey's 
Ferry up to 100 years ago, to- 
day this hallowed spot is 
Washington Crossing. It was 
here that General George 
Washington concentrated twen- 
ty-four hundred men that De- 
cember of 1776, and by mid- 
night he planned to have his 
men across the Delaware River 
and on to Trenton. This was 
where the Hessian troops were 
resting and celebrating Christ- 
mas. The Battle of Trenton was 
a turning point in the Revolu- 
tionary War. 

Several miles further up the 
Delaware River we pass the 
Thompson-Neeley House, part 
of which was built in 1702. 
This house served as General 
Sterling’s Headquarters. It was 
here too, that Lieutenant James 
Monroe, (later to become Pres- 
ident of the United States) was 
also quartered that cold De- 
cember in 1776. Nearby is lo- 
cated the old Simpson Grist 
Mill, built in 1740. This old 
mill supplied grain for Wash- 
ington’s army while it was en- 
camped there. 

One half mile north, along 
the River’s edge, unmarked 
headstones mark the graves of 
America’s first unknown sold- 
iers. These brave men gave 
their lives that bitter cold win- 
ter here in Bucks County so 
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The old locks of the canal are in a state of disrepair, but 
still stand as vivid memories of the past. Below, the canal is 
framed by the criss-cross patterns of a canal bridge. (Photos

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that the freedom proclaimed 
188 years ago this month, 
(July 4, 1776) might survive. 

Another of the well known 
attractions of the Washington 
Crossing area is Bowman’s 
Tower. Named in honor of a 
Englishman John Bowman, the 
tower offers a magnificent view 
of the Delaware. 

John Bowman was an Eng- 
lish surgeon of the fleet sent 
out in 1696 under the com- 
mand of the now notorious 
Captain Kidd. The fleet was 
supposed to suppress piracy on 
the high seas. The ship was 
captured and the crew was 
scattered throughout the east. 
Bowman settled near present 
day Newtown. 

Several years later, Bowman 
headed up the Delaware River 
where, legend says, he built a 
cabin on the summit of what 
is known today as Bowman’s 
Hill, the site of the famous 
tower. 

Later in life, he returned to 
Newtown, and lived in a log 
house on the edge of town. He 
lived here until his death. His 
friends remembered he always 
expressed a desire that his body 
be brought back to “his hill” 
overlooking the Delaware, 
then called “Nenehawcashung”, 
an indian name meaning “Mag- 
nificent Hill”. So he was bur- 
ied on the eastern apex of the 
hill. From this time on, (prob- 
ably about 1712), this was 
known as Bowman’s Hill — a 
sepulcher and a monument to 
Dr. John Bowman, a pirate's 
friend of the 18th century.

1 am one of those who hope the plan works out. Some of 
the more hardened police officers are holding back, cross- 
ing their fingers. 

Prison labor built the beds and other furnishings in the 
rooms of the new Center out of material salvaged from the 
Recorder of Deeds office. 

"Proper salvaging of the men who come to this institu- 
tion is going to save the taxpayers of Bucks county many 
thousands of dollars in the long run," Major Case told me. 
"We are only going to bring those here who we believe 
can be rehabilitated and niost of them will be alcoholics. 
Failure to treat alcoholism in Bucks county and other coun- 
ties in this country has cost incalculable sums of money." 

Major Case closed his few remarks by thanking the 
Prison Board and others for their cooperation, and turning 
to the board members seated behind him, declared: “1 
must have these fine men in back of me, especially when a 
prisoner escapes with a rabbit in his arms, and I don't get 
fired."

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The Saving af The Bell

Bucks County, home of its 
founder, William Penn, is rich in 
the early history of these United 
States. Upper Bucks, though not 
wrested from the wilderness as 
early as the Lower End, has had 
its share in chronicling the devel- 
opment of this great country of 
ours. 

Though no Revolutionary bat- 
tles were fought here nor did 
Washington and his Continental 
Army bivouac here, patriots of 
The Great Swamp (Richland 
area) helped in the war for in- 
dependence by furnishing volun- 
teers for the Army, horses, food 
and materials, gunpowder and 
cannonballs. 

It was in Quakertown, then 
known as Richland, that the Lib- 
erty Bell was hidden one night in 
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September 1777 on its journey to 
Allentown where it was taken to 
escape capture by the British 
who were occupying Philadelphia. 
At that time it was not yet called 
the Liberty Bell, but was termed 
the State House bell. It, together 
with bells from the city churches 
were removed to prevent them 
from falling into the hands of 
the British who so badly needed 
them to melt down and cast into 
cannon and cannonballs for use 
against the Continental soldiers. 

The bells were hauled to safety 
by Lehigh County farmers on 
their return home from taking 
farm produce, including Lehigh 
Applejack, to their customers in 
the City of Brotherly Love. A 
guard of Continental soldiers ac- 
companied the wagon train as 
shown in this old photo of an 


early painting of the bell on this 
historic event. 


Of particular local interest is 
the story handed down from gen- 
eration to generation that the 
party spent a night in Quaker- 
town on the last leg of the jour- 
ney to Allentown. It was behind a 
stone Colonial building in the 
vicinity of the stagecoach inn, 
now the Red Lion Hotel, that the 
wagon and the famous bell were 
hidden beneath a pile of hay 
while the men spent the night in 
the inn and the horses were 
quartered in the sheds nearby. 

The stone building, said to be 
the oldest house in Quakertown, 
is still standing, is in good con- 
dition, and has for years been 
known as Liberty Hall. A private 
residence for a long time, it is 
now occupied by a barber shop, 


and there is a feeling here that 
it should be municipally owned 
and converted into a museum. 


at were designed to provide com- 
ion rather than exaggerated con- 
even carried through to the point 
in Allentown, via Bethlehem, and 
was hidden beneath the floor of 
Zion Reformed Church where it 
remained until June 22, 1778 
after the British evacuated Phila- 
delphia, and it was taken back to 
the State House, now Indenpen- 
dence Hall. 

Thus Quakertown and that 
band of patriots back in 1777 
played a part in saving the State 
House bell, not knowing at the 
time that they were preserving it 
as the symbol of liberty as it is 
now known throughout the world.

Strong Havana--- 
with Mild Lancaster 


What could Havana possibly 
have to do with Lancaster? 

Lots . . . in the late 1800's 
and early 1900's! 

Ask any old-time 
maker! 

Yes, in the old days Lan- 
caster furnished much of the 
tobacco used in cigars. And 
Bucks County furnished many 
of the factories that took the 
Pennsylvania tobacco . . . or 
the Wisconsin. . .or the Florida 
... ог the Havana tobacco... 
or a combination of several . . . 
and made them into choice 
home-made cigars. The whole 
valley around here was abound- 
ing with cigars makers — es- 
pecially around the Sellersville, 
Perkasie and Perkiomen areas. 

The oldest cigar factory in 
these parts belonged to Henry 
Krause of Perkiomen. The A. 
J. Dimmig was next oldest. His 
factory made and packed 
cigars shipped all over the

country, their best-selling brand 
being “Havana Blend,” — a 
mixture of strong Havana and 
mild Lancaster tobacco. 
Cigar-making was one of the 
most likeable jobs around. Any 
old cigar-maker will reminisce 
with a smile and a shake of the 
head. “It was a nice job. Real 
independent. We talked about 
politics, baseball, the weather, 
horse races. . . The bosses of 
the cigar factories were most 
always nice and considerate.” 
Otto Eisenlohr was a parti- 
cularly good boss. He’d been a 
cigar-maker himself at one 
time. He understood what 
made а smooth-runriing fac- 
tory. To this day, old employ- 
ees recall the way Otto visited 
the sick, sent flowers and con- 
dolences when there was a 
death. Once, he even stopped a 
sheriff’s sale, bought the prop- 
erty and returned it to the 
owners. Otto also insisted on a 
strict health measure unknown 
in that day: no biting off the

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keepers by day . . . worked at 
cigar-making at night in their 


' homes. Women too. “Wish I 


could make cigars yet," says 
one man's wife. Although 
many worked in their homes, 
most went to the factories. 
Being a factory owner was a 
fine art . . . and an occupying 
one. The boss usually made a 
triponce a month into Philadel- 
phia to the wholesale tobacco 
dealers on Arch street between 
Second and Third. The ware- 


houses were three and four 
stories high. He got the tobacco 
in cases weighing from 300 to 
400 pounds. He'd stay about 
two days and a night with a 
salesman, spending much of 
his time personally sampling 
the tobacco by smoking cigars 
in the sales offices. The factory 
owner could judge just exactly 
where the different tobaccos 
came from, — whether from 
Florida, Sumatra or Puerto 
Rico or whatever. 

Yes, the cigar-making era 
was a memorable one. Hus- 
bands, wives, children, sweet- 


hearts all worked side by side, 
while the conversation flowed. 
A number of area residents 
claim that the Cigar-Makers 
Union was the first union to be 
organized in America. What- 
ever its historical significance, 
its beloved reputation is indis- 
putable.  Cigar-making was 
both fun and profit. 

But mechanization in the 
early twenties of this century 
dealt the death blow to the 
hand-made cigar. By 1927 
most of the factories in this 
area had to close down. Over 
a thousand employees were let 
go. Most of the men opened 
small businesses like restau- 
rants or pool rooms. One, 
today, owns a snack bar fre- 
quented by teenagers. 

Not one old-time cigar- 
maker, though, no matter what 
his business today, can forget 
the good old days when he 
rolled “strong Havana with 
mild Lancaster" and argued 
the news of the day.

SPEED KILLS 

Speed is a killer on American highways. Regardless 
of how safe a driver you believe you might be, in case of 
mechanical failure, human shortcomings, or some slight 
misjudgment, the speeding driver can almost certainly 
become involved in a fatal accident. 

Cold hard statistics have proven this point many times 
over the nation. Virtually all automobile operators think 
of themselves as careful drivers. But when an accident 
does occur, it is speed that kills. 

Our citizens are granted an operator’s license for 
driving vehicles on our highways. This is a privilege, not 
a right. 

All persons driving vehicles on highways are urged 
to drive at a careful and prudent speed. They should not 
drive at greater or lesser speed than is reasonable and 
proper having due regard to traffic, surface and width of 
the highway and other restrictions or conditions that may 
exist. Nobody should drive a vehicle at such speed as to 
endanger the life, limb or property of another. No motor- 
ist should drive at a speed greater than will permit him 
to bring the vehicle to a stop within the assured clear 
distance ahead. 

Next time you have the urge to speed, think of what 
would happen should a child dart in front of your auto. 
Try to picture the results of another vehicle pulling into 
the highway without having seen your approaching car. 
Remember . . . SPEED KILLS.

AUGUST POTPOURRI: It’s hard to believe that it will 

be 25 years ago next month, September 24, that the Kiwanis 
.Club of Doylestown made that memorable trip to the New 
York World’s Fair. I know PANORAMA readers will enjoy 
the photograph of that group in this issue. Many funny things 
occurred that day. By mistake, and most certainly, while 
sober, the late William Н. Satterthwaite, a Kiwanis past presi- 
dent, strictly walked nose-first, head-on into a glass door lead- 
to the private dining room of the Ford Pavillion, where our 
club was entertained at a fabulous luncheon. Neither the door 
nor the good Kiwanian’s nose was broken. 

That same day, at the same luncheon, where Edsel Ford 
was our host, Kiwanian Abe Kriebel (now a Doylestown Trust 
Company courier), furnished a laugh, even though it was not 
intentional. In the “Ford Penthouse”, seated about the table, 
awaiting service, Kiwanian Kriebel was approached by one of 
a large crew of waiters in full dress. One of the waiters said 
to Kiwanian Abe: “Demi-Tasse, Sir?” And Abe replied: 
*Yeah,—and would you bring me a cup of coffee too?” 

Also at that same luncheon, the late Bucks County Judge 
Calvin S. Boyer, a past president of our club, unknowingly 
imbibed in his FIRST drink of Cognac brandy. A complete 
teetotaller, up until that time, the good jurist was "talked into 
trying" the drink, described by his next-seat associate, Kiwanian 
Frank L. Worthington, as “а perfectly harmless, non-alcoholic 
wine made in France." I well remember the judge's reaction but 
he was a good sport and took the joke in stride even though he 
did choke up a bit. Judge Boyer told me later that he swears he 
saw the ferris wheel on which he took a ride later on, stop when 
the car in which he was riding, reached the highest point on the 
New York World's Fair Ground. 

I also recall that our special Greyhound Bus that took us 
over and brought us home safely, even though we encountered 
a terrific electrical storm on the way home and how the very 
competent bus driver never stopped a minute, in spite of the 
fact that we were without lights for some time. 

"That was a day never to be forgotten", Kiwanian Harold 
Zeek, then president of our club, remarked to me several weeks 
ago while on a visit to D-Town. Harold now resides at 721 
Malone Drive, Orlando, Florida, but is thinking seriously of 
moving his family back to good old Bucks County.

One dew-sparkled morning, I 
walked along the old towpath, 
taking in the beauty and the 
peace that one finds on the well 
known water way of the last 
century, The Delaware Canal. 
Gone forever are the more 
than two-hundred gaily painted 
(and sometimes not painted at 
all) barges pulled by a thousand 
mules along this sixty mile 
course. Absent from the scene 


These photos show some of the varied activities that may be 
found along the Bucks County side of the Delaware. At top. 
right. the canal and towpath present a serene scene; At right 
we see "Chez Odette", one of the many old inns located 
along the Delaware. The inn, built їп 1794, formally The 
River House, was badly damaged in the flood of 1955 and 
was closed for some time. until Odette remodeled and re- 
opened it. It still retains the original charm. The bottom 
corner photo shows the old Byram Quarry at Point Pleasant. 
At one time, the quarry business raged along the Delaware. 
The canal boats provided the transportation for the stone to 
Philadelphia. Bristol and other ports. Many of the streets 
and homes in Philadelphia are made from good old Bucks 
County stone. and transported via the Delaware Canal. Be- 
low, we see the modern day counterpart of “Coryell’s Ferry 
(an early name for New Hope). On the site of the original 
ferry crossing, sightseeing boats now plow the waters of the 
Delaware. taking tourists on the round-trip cruise from New 
Hope to Lambertville. (Photo credits — top right. Pano- 
rama Archives; left, Maynard Clark; corner, Flora K. Henry; 
below, Panorama Photo) 
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are the lusty canal men who 
walked the same course I was 
walking. They say if you close 
your eyes and listen very care- 
fully on a quiet morning, you 
can almost hear the tinkle of 
the mule bells, the sound of the 
conch shell horn, and the laugh- 
ing, talking and cussing of the 
bygone canal boat men. 

The canal-building fever 
which possessed the nation in 
the first part of the last century 
raged along the Delaware be- 
tween 1827-1832. 

Today, many years later, a 
quiet strip of water that borders 
parts of the Western bank of

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the Delaware, is a mute monu- 
ment to one of the most im- 
portant engineering feats of the 
nineteenth century in American 
history — The Delaware Canal. 

Perhaps the remaining “Tow- 
path" where beasts of burden 
trod ten-thousands of miles for 
more than a century and the 
few remaining broken locks and 
arched bridges, led to a ro- 
mantic sitting, where man and 
beast have found comfort and 
tranquility for many years. 

The sounds from the boats- 
man and the locktenders shell- 
horns are no longer heard, only 
some of their unpretentious 
homes stand near the canal, as 
a reminder of these sturdy 
rough men who labored on the 
canal from April to December, 
for more than a hundred years. 

Another existing evidence of 
this great canal system are the 
remaining beautiful masonry 
stone walls that are found at 
the grass-grown and moss cov- 
ered locks. 

The boats that were used on 
this canal were diverse and in- 
teresting, and were known as 
the “Durham Type”, named 
after an eighteenth century boat 
buider — Robert Durham, Dur- 
ham lived in present day Dur- 
ham Township, near the river, 
where he built boats before and 
during the Revolutionary War. 
Approximately eighty-s e ven 
feet long and ten feet wide, 
they could carry one-hundred 
tons. 

Going down the canal, these 
heavy laden arks carried coal, 
lumber, lime and grain. Going 
up they bore store-goods, empty 
kegs and seafood. 

There is a nostalgic memory 
for those who can recall when 
the canal was in operation, 
when patient mules tugged these 
vessels in a weedy canal dur- 
ing the hot summer months, 
and the tuneful tingling sound 
of the bells that were strung on 
each mule as they stepped along 
the Towpath — the blast of 
the conch — horn as the skip- 
per summoned the lock-keeper 
to open the gates. These sounds 
are gone-forever. With a little 
imagination, as you travel along 
the River Road, you can catch 
a glimpse of the past, adding a 
romantic touch to this garden- 
spot of the world — The Del- 
aware River Valley in Bucks 
County. 
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These old photos, taken from the Roy С. Kulp Collection 
show life along the Delaware as it was 50 years ago. At top, 
left, we see the locks along the Delaware Canal with several 
barges tied up in the background. Below, we see a barge enter- 
ing a lock at Point Pleasant (Lower Black Eddy). Next, we see 
a canal scene near Riegelsville, and at bottom left, we see 
a group of barge people enjoying an outing a half century ago 
along the canal. Below we see a most interesting photo of a 
Ferry Boat at Boardman’s Ferry crossing the Delaware with a 
‘horse and wagon.

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“Progress” is still popular 
in Bucks County. One of the 
county’s oldest landmarks will 
soon be torn down to make 
way for a gasoline station. In 
this case, progress has a hollow 
ring. 

The Hartsville Hotel, dating 
back to 1742 and located at 
the intersection of the Old 
York Road and Bristol Road 
in Hartsville is to be torn down. 

The earliest known owner 
was James Baldwin. He sold it 
to Colonel William Hart a 
revolutionary war veteran and 
then proprietor of an Inn—at 
Plumsteadville. Colonel Hart 
was the second son of James 
Hart, a man who pioneered 
Plumstead Township. Colonel 
Hart named the Inn “The Sign 
of The Heart”, and the cross- 
roads community on the War- 
minster - Warwick township 
line adopted the name Harts- 
ville. 


Colonel Hart was active in’ 


community affairs, serving as 
Bucks County Register of 
Wills in 1807 and Bucks Coun- 
ty Commissioner in 1809. He 
died January 2, 1831 at 84 
years of age. 

The Hartsville Hotel had 
many ° other owners down 
through the years. One owner 
hung out a sign with a human 
heart painted on it. 


An important stage stop be- 
tween Philadelphia and New 
York, fresh teams of horses 
were picked up here. Legend 
has it that the stage driver 
would blow a horn when he 
reached the top of Carr's Hill 
near Washington’s Headquar- 
ters Farm, and fresh horses 
would be ready for him when 
he reached the Inn. 

Among early visitors at the 
Hartsville Hotel was Benjamin 
Franklin, who stopped often 
enroute to New York. 

Hartsville, for some time be- 
fore the revolution, was known 
as “Cross Roads”, Warwick 
Cross Roads” and still later as 
“Hart’s Cross Roads.” 

Much history of our nation 
took place in and near Harts- 
ville. Since the country inn 


‘was the meeting place of the 


day, it can be assumed that 
the Hartsville Hotel was the 
scene of much of this history in 
the making. 

General George Washing- 
ton encamped in the vicinity in 
1777, and it was here that the 
French General Lafayette, rid- 
ing out on horseback to meet 
Washington, received his com- 
mission in the Continental 
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The Historic Old

Army. Washington had 18,000 
troops with him at that time, 
and it is noted by historians, 
that the flag adopted June 14, 
1777 by Congress, was first 
carried by the Continental 
Army at Hartsville. 

John Fitch, the inventor of 
the steamboat made his first 
model of the steamboat at a 
wheelwright shop near the 
Hartsville Hotel. Reading 
Howel, surveyor and map- 
maker, whose township map of 
Pennsylvania, published in 
1792, is regarded as a classic 
of cartography, resided at that 
time and for several years 
thereafter at Hartsville. 

According to Bucks County 
Historian George MacRey- 
nolds, the last survivor of the 
Revolutionary Army in Bucks 
County, Gideon Prior, died in 
Hartsville February 14, 1854. 

As reported in “Bucks 
County Place Names”, a 


memorable event in the his- 
tory of Hartsville was a visit, 
which the 104th Pennsylvania 
Volunteers, under the com- 
mand of General W. W. H. 
Davis, made to the village in 
1861 before going to the front. 
Whittingham J. Livezey of 
Doylestown, one of the offi- 
cers of the regiment, revisited 
the place forty-three years 
later and thus recorded his 
impressions: 

"[ turned my head and be- 
held the large field where the 
citizens of the surrounding 
country had gazed upon а 
scene which they never have 
observed since and will never 
see repeated. On the 17th of 
October, 1861, while the 104th 
Regiment was encamped at 
Doylestown, they marched to 
Hartsville, 1000 strong, and it 
was upon the very identical 
field upon which I was gazing 
that the reception took place. 


I could see again the men in 
their bright, clean uniforms, 
the long lines of guns stacked 
and glistening in the sunshine, 
the eleven tables forty feet in 
length, loaded with luxuries 
and substantials, such as roast 
beef, veal, mutton, chickens, 
pigs, and boiled ham by the 
hundred weight, and bread, 
pies and cakes by the wagon- 
load. I stood for some time in 
deep meditation thinking how 
many hundred there were, 
upon that beautiful autumn 
day, young men in the bloom 
of life, who partook of their 
last substantial meal of that 
description. Their bones are 
mouldering today in the soil 
of Virginia, the Carolinas and 
Florida." 

The above described event 
took place nearby the Harts- 
ville Hotel, where today mod- 
ern ranch-type homes dot the 
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The Hartsville Hotel as it look- 
ed in 1907. It was a popular 
spot in its day. (Photo from the 
Roy C. Kulp Collection)

A Caution For Children 


LEAD POISONING Ih: SMALL CHILDREN IS CRITICAL 

If you're planning to do any painting in your home, you 
can "buy insurance" against a possibly fatal illness in your 
child by being sure the paint you buy does not contain lead. 

Lead poisoning in small children is still a critical health 
problem, according to a report from the association of 
casualty and surety companies. Lead poisoning, which can 
be fatal, is difficult to diagnose, and, if undetected, can 
damage a child's brain cells and prevent their regeneration. 

The accident prevention department of the association 
says children are particularly susceptible because of their 
tendency to chew objects of all kinds. They gnaw on the sills 
as they look out of a window, they chew on their cribs or 
they'll put а toy in their mouths just because it somehow 
seems to be a good idea. 

The disease is most prevalent in slum areas although chil- 
dren in better homes are not immune. 

Here are five preventive measures parents can take: give 
your baby а clean teething ring or hard rubber toy he can chew 
without danger; never use a lead paint indoors; never use 
outside paint for indoor wook, because many outdoor paints 
have a high lead content; remove old paint if it contains lead; 
if you suspect your child may have eaten lead paint, call your 
physician or local health department to investigate.

LOOKING BACK 40 YEARS 

SEPTEMBER, 1924: Calvin Coolidge, our 30th president, 
was in office and Gifford Pinchot was governor of Pennsylvania. 

. .. We also remember Hon. Quin O'Brien of Chicago, 
addressing a Doylestown Chautauqua audience and saying: 
“The United States is lacking in its social and spiritual life 
compared to some other countries.” I recall that he blasted 
the big daily newspapers of the yellow-journal type being 
responsible. He advocated that “such newspaper editors that 
allow such ‘rot and trash’ as the Leopold-Loeb trial in 
Chicago to cover their front pages with scare heads, should be 
tried in court the same as the defendants.” 

. . . Bucks county's September criminal court in 1924 had 
73 cases listed on the docket, with Judge William C. Ryan 
presiding and District Attorney Hiram H. Keller the prose- 
cutor. It took three weeks to complete the list, jammed full of 
liquor law violations. Napoleon Bonaparte Fairclough, Jr., 23, 
son of a wealthy Patterson coal dealer was on the trial list, 
charged with bigamy (he had two wives). 

. . . Thirty-two arrests were made on Labor Day 40 years 
ago along the Lackawanna Trail between Willow Grove and 
Easton, for reckles driving and making improper passes. . . A 
7 year-old girl was killed in front of the Doylestown trolley 
station when she was pushed under the trolley as a large 
vacation crowd pushed and shoved to get inside the car. 

. . . Connie McEntee (he's still playing) won the “Felix 
Murphy” Labor Day trophy with 36-hole golf score of 164 at 
the Doylestown Country Club, with Art Eastburn (also still 
playing), turning in a 168. 

. . . Doylestown’s Montgomery County League team played 
a double-header on Worthington Field on Labor Day, losing 10 
to 3 to Souderton in the Morning, and winning, 9 to 2 in the 
afternoon tilt.

A Panorama Day Trip 


“The proud and mournful traditions of 
that winter survived, for many a long 
year, in every township and every state, 
and have taken a firm hold on the im- 
agination of posterity. Nations, like the 
readers of fiction, love a sad story which 
ends well; and the name of Valley Forge 
will never cease to be associated with the 
memory of suffering quietly and stead- 
fastly borne, but not endured in vain.” — 
Sir George Otto Trevelyan. 


The camp ground of Washington’s Army in 
the winter of 1777-1778, is owned by the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. Known to- 
day as Valley Forge Park it is administered 
for the public through the Valley Forge Park 
Commission. By successive land acquisitions 
since May, 1893, the reservation now em- 
braces 2068 acres on both sides of the Schuyl- 
kill River, comprising the major part of the 
area occupied by the troops. 1638 acres are 
in Montgomery County and 430 acres in 
Chester County. 

Washington entered what is now Montgomery 
County (then a part of Philadelphia County) 
at Parkerford, September 19, 1777. With his 
Army he remained in that county nine months 


; and during six of those months was at Valley 


Forge, his headquarters there being occupied 
by him for the longest period of all his abodes 
or camps throughout the War for Indepen- 
dence. Valley Forge is worthy of preservation. 
The spirit of the men who suffered with such 
fortitude on this site continues to inspire the 
Country. The Army came here defeated, cold, 
hungry and broken. September 11, 1777, on 
the field of Brandywine, Washington and his 
Army had met the British, who had landed 


* from ships at the head of Chesapeake Bay, 


Maryland, in August, for an advance on Phil- 
adelphia, the Capital of the Colonies, who had 
declared their independence. Retreating from 
that disastrous field, another engagement, not 


| more successful, had been fought October 4, 


at Germantown. Whereupon General Howe 
and the British Army comfortably settled for 
the winter in Philadelphia. 


Still watching the enemy, Washington camped 
at Whitemarsh, six miles north of the German- 
town battlefield, toward the end of November. 
The British were well fed, comfortably clothed 
and splendidly equipped with munitions. A 


Let's Visit 
VALLEY FORGE 
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War Council of sixteen of Washington’s Gen- 
erals decided not to attempt an attack against 
the well entrenched enemy and agreed to seek 
and fortify winter quarters. Seven wanted to 
retreat inland as far as Reading, Pennsylvania, 
five advocated Wilmington, Delaware. Some 
suggested Bethlehem, Pennsylvania. The Penn- 
sylvania Supreme Executive Council in session 
at Lancaster, Pennsylvania, flatly warned that 
the Continental Army must encamp close to 
Philadelphia in order to watch the British. 


Records do not show definitely and conclu- 
sively who suggested Valley Forge first. The 


earliest written suggestion seems to be а mem- . 


orandum submitted, with other ideas, to the 
War Council by a Colonel Lutterloh who 


urged that one or more brigades be “Stationed = 


at ‘Wolley Forge’.” General Anthony Wayne, 
whose home was in the neighborhood, and 
General J. Peter G. Muhlenberg, another 
Pennsylvanian from nearby Trappe, were able 


to explain the exceptionally convenient defen- © 


sive base afforded by Valley Forge and its 
favorable location for keeping watch on the 
British twenty miles to the East. 


Skirmishes with the British and more disas- 
trous retreats followed between Whitemarsh 
and the Philadelphia area and it was not until 
December 11, 1777, that all obstacles were 
removed and the Continental Army started for 
Valley Forge. In the snowy weather Washing- 
ton’s soldiers, many with legs naked, feet bare 
and all half starved, required more than a 
week to complete a journey of fifteen miles. 
This exhausted Army halted temporarily at 
Gulph Mills, about four miles from their goal, 
and then as darkness fell on the evening of 
December 19, 1777, staggering from fatigue, 
faltering over the frozen ridges of Gulph Road, 
Washington’s immortals (about 11,000, nearly 
3,000 of whom were unfit for duty) entered 
the wind-swept camp site of Valley Forge. 
The Encampment was laid out by a twenty- 
six year old Frenchman, Louis L. duPortail, 
who was commissioned a Brigadier General 
and detailed to the task by Washington. His 
original map is preserved in the archives of the 
Historical Society of Pennsylvania. Definite 
instructions for the building of log huts, on 
specifications drawn by Washington himself, 
appear in general orders issued at Gulph Mills, 
one day prior to the Army’s arrival at Valley 
Forge. Approximately 900 huts, regularly 
placed in brigade and company streets, were 
quickly raised from tree logs, chinked with 
clay, thatched with twigs, boughs, straw and 
tent cloth and fitted with wooden bunks. Most 
of the men were safe against the heavy snow 
by Christmas Day but it was not until near the 
middle of January that all troops were under 
sufficient shelter. 


How well the ground surveyed the Western 
approaches of Philadelphia may be understood 
by a visit to the Observatory Tower on Mount 
Joy or to the fortifications. 

The general officers quartered themselves in 
the houses of the families, mostly Quakers, 
who hereabouts gained meager livelihoods by 
cultivating fields cleared for tillage in the 
primeval forests. The most interesting of these 
headquarters buildings is Washington’s. This 
is the house at the time owned by Isaac Potts, 
a young Friend, and tenanted by Mrs. Deborah

Hewes. Washington, who had been living 
under a marquee or tent in the camp, came, 
on the eve of Christmas Day, to this house 
which the occupants vacated for his use, With- 
in these simple walls throughout the winter he 
dwelt, conferred with his aides and his gen- 
erals—Lafayette, Knox, Morgan, Wayne, Na- 
thaniel Greene, Alexander Hamilton, von 
Steuben, deKalb, Muhlenberg and the rest — 
addressed his appeals to Congress, dealt in a 
straight forward manner with men апа 
measures, maintained a calm reliance upon the 
future and planned his campaigns. From this 
1778, Washington 
wrote to Governor George Clinton — “naked 


| and starving as they are, we cannot enough ad- 


mire the incomparable patience and fidelity of 
the soldiery.” Martha Washington came from 
Virginia and joined her husband at the camp 
in February, 1778. In addition to Washington 
Headquarters, original houses in the Park oc- 
cupied as commander headquarters by Gen- 
eral James M. Varnum, General Daniel Mor- 
gan and General Jedediah Huntington, are 
preserved. Other original buildings include a 
schoolhouse built in 1704, a tavern used as a 
hospital and Washington’s stable, now a Park 
Museum.

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{ built about 1751. The plant was not a forge in 


the sense of a smithy, but a mill in which, by 
the old time refinery process pig iron was 
changed to wrought iron and shaped for vari- 


ous commercial purposes. This original forge, 


then an important munitions plant for the 
American forces, was burned by British raid- 
ers in September, 1777, nearly three months 


| before the Americans, under Washington, en- 


camped here. The ruins of the original forge 
were found in 1929 under twelve feet of creek 
silt. 


On these sacred acres Washington’s vision 
established our Country’s first intensive train- 
ing camp. Here the patient, careful and per- 
severing labor of the first Drill-master, von 
Steuben, the ceaseless efforts of Morgan, the 
Commissary, and the over-all determination of 
the Commander-in-Chief, bore fruit. Faithful 
men were trained physically, equipped materi- 
ally and fortified spiritually for victorious 
battle. With the coming of Spring, the Army 
began to reconnoiter the surrounding country. 
Immediately upon hearing of the evacuation 
of Philadelphia, detachments from Valley 
Forge entered that city; the main body with 
Washington in command, moved over Sulli- 
van’s Bridge June 18-19, 1778, flanked the 
British in New Jersey, dealt the enemy a vigor- 
ous blow at Monmouth and went on to com- 
plete victory. From the terrible winter at 
Valley Forge, in which the accumulated evils 
of Congressional mismanagement nearly des- 
troyed the Army, it came forth, nevertheless, 
stronger in organization and bolder in spirit 
than ever before. Washington’s position at 
Valley Forge had held the British in check 
through the winter. There he equipped, train- 
ed and disciplined his men into a formidable 
fighting legion, as was proved from that time 
on. The ordeal of this hallowed valley of for- 
titude had made soldiers. Now there was an 
American Army. The American Revolution 
was won at Valley Forge.

Historical Editor 


When the first European im- 
migrants came to colonial 
America during the latter part 
of the 17th century, some set- 
tled along the banks of the up- 
per Delaware River valley. This 
area at that time was covered 
by a dense forest growth of 
pine, oak, maple and hemlock. 
Many of these trees were more 
than ten feet in diameter, un- 
surpassed in size by any other 
region on the Atlantic coast. 


An early 18th century Swed- 
ish traveler in America, gives 
us a vivid description of the 
forest of that day; "The forest 
is so thick that the tree trunks 
almost touch, and their height 
and their matted branches make 
a dimness, cold and fearful, 
even at noon on a clear day." 

The Delaware River in those 
days was not the small stream 
of today, with its rocks, ledges 
and stones showing at many 
places, but it was a deep fast 
moving body of water, simply

because this dense growth of 
trees covering this great valley 
and surrounding hills retained 
the winter snows like a great 
sponge, until the late spring, 
which in turn made a deep riv- 
er most of the year. 

At this same period in colo- 
nial times, the lower Delaware 
regions had little timber growth, 
and a growing population that 
stood in need of materials with 
which to build their homes and 
barns. It soon became apparent 
that if this extraordinary supply 
of lumber could be brought to 
this market it would result in 
a mutual benefit to both areas. 

According to tradition, a 
man named Daniel Skinner 
was one of the pioneers to at- 
tempt to transport this lumber 
down the river by building a 
huge raft at his home along the 
Delaware river, north of pres- 
ent day Easton, in the year 
1746. 

Soon after this period, “Raft- 
ing on the Delaware" gradually 
became an important industry 
and grew year after year, when 
by 1828 there were more than 
three thousand rafts descending 
the river that year. 

Rafting became so vital at 
this period in colonial times 
that the states of New Jersey 
and Pennsylvania jointly ap- 
propriated money for clearing 
obstructions from the river 
channel, in order to make it 
more navigable. 

What a sight this must have 
been, to see hundreds of rafts 
that measured more than one 
hundred feet in length as they 
floated down the Delaware, 
loaded with lumber. 

There were several kinds of 
rafts, some were simply sawed 


boards, others were logs and 
small saplings lashed together. 
Manned by four and sometimes 
six husky men (depending on 
the size of the raft), each man 
had a long oar made of poplar 
or basswood, because of these 
woods strength and lightness. 

During the summer months 
for many years, the entire river 
was covered with timber laden- 
ed rafts, that reached from one 
side of the river to the other, 
allowing people to cross at 
various times the river by step- 
ping from one raft to another. 

Another picturesque event 
along the Delaware years ago 
was the coming of a steamer, 
which began its run in 1851. It 
operated from Lumberville to 
Easton for one summer and fall. 
It was, unfortunately, a total 
failure. It was a brightly paint- 
ed ship, and its deep whistle at- 
tracted thousands of people to 
the river's edge, to catch a 
glimpse of this big steaming 
vessel, but few ventured on 
board. 

No longer can one see those 
rafts and Durham boats that 
sailed the Delaware. No longer 
do those coal and lumber boats 
slip up and down the canal. 
The many grist and saw mills 
that were in operation for many 
years along these banks no 
longer rumble or shrick, echo- 
ing throughout the valley. 

Only a few mills remain, 
most of them in ruins that 
grace these banks. The canal 
and towpath are still there, but 
the canaler and his boat are 
long gone. The same river is 
still there, but new water has 
fill-it many times, although 
quite shallow, it is still remains 
beautiful and historic.

and further away. To date, 
Dave and Gregg have played 
їп coffeehouses and concerts 
from Philadelphia to Lancast- 
er. In a recent hootenanny at 
Lansdale, Panorama interview- 
ed the boys. 

Gregg answered for them 
when asked what made them 
decide to take up folk music as 
a full time hobby; “We both 
felt we needed a change from 
the rock'n roll that was being 
played everywhere, so we de- 
cided to join the Bucks Folk 
Society. I guess we started just 
to be different from most of the 
people we knew, but as we 
learned more about folk music 
and where it started, we de- 
cided that this wasn't just 
another passing fad. Folk music 
is a musical record of our an- 
cestors. I think there must be 
а song of some kind that covers 
just about every historical 
period of our heritage. Most of 
the songs were written to ex- 
press in a simple way the feel- 
ings of the people towards their 
surroundings. “Yankee Doodle, 
and John Brown's Body' are 


good examples of the feelings 
toward people and events cf 
those particular eras of history. 
Then there are other folk songs 
that were written for the ex- 
press purpose of entertainment 
alone. We don't agree with the 
popular theory that all folk 
music has to have some deep 
symbolic meaning hidden in the 
lyrics. Songs like ‘Blue Tail fly, 
and Ticcy Taccy’ were made 
for light entertainment. Dave 
and I try to play and sing as 
many of the different types of 
folk tunes as we can. It not 
only keeps us interested but 
gives an audience a well round- 
ed impression of Folk Music." 

One of the highlights of 
Dave and Gregg's act is their 
introduction to each song. They 
give a short history of the 
song, so that the audience not 
only gets the benefit of the song 
but also learns the historical 
background. "Every one has 
heard the song ‘Streets of 
Lardo’, but few people know 


our music is ‘misplaced’ from 
generation to generation. But 
then that makes folk music all 
the more interesting.

advised them, “Boy, I wouldn’t like to see you move, because I 
hate to shoot anybody”. With that the prisoners got down on 
their knees and started to pray until the police trucks were 
loaded and the contraband removed. 

. . . The Horsham Friends Meeting House was the scene of 
a marriage ceremony for the first time in two years on Saturday 
(Sept. 6, 1924) when Miss Helen E. Thompson, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Harvey D. Thompson, of Sycamore Springs, 
Horsham, was wedded to Harry S. Hobensack, of Doylestown, 
Deputy register of wills of Bucks County. 

. .. "It might as well be understood right here”, declared 
Judge William C. Ryan presiding in a criminal case at the 
September term (1924), “if you are convicted of liquor law 
violations in Bucks county, you will get an impressive sentence 
to say the least.” He then sentenced a Buckingham farmer 
to pay a fine of $250 and costs and serve six months in the 
Bucks County Prison. Police found three kegs of whiskey 
buried on the defendant’s farm. 

. . . Doylestown Rotary Club observed Constitution Day at 
a special dinner meeting presided over by President Webster S. 
(Mike) Achey. One of the highlights of the meeting was a 
tenor solo, "Mother Macree", rendered by Rotarian Joe 
Conroy, Doylestown Ford-Lincoln dealer, which was heartily 
applauded. Joe was the club song leader also. 

. . . Bucks county transacted its most flourishing mercantile 
business in the county's history (1924) with Doylestown 
Robert L. Clyner's general store, topping the list at $300,000 
for the year. 

. . . It was September 10, 1924 when Judge William C. Ryan 
recessed session of criminal court at 10.35 a.m. because the 
weather was so cold outside that it was necessary to wear a 
top coat in the courtroom. Court reconvened in the afternoon 
after the janitors, who had been on a fishing trip, got up the 
necessary steam needed for comfort. 

. . . J. Carroll Moloy, Doylestown realtor, founder of the 
Molloy real estate service, returning from a trip to France, 
made the startling statement after his return to Bucks county, 
that friends — both French and American with whom he talked 
in Paris, believed France and Germany would again be at war 
within five years. Realtor Molloy made the trip to France with 
Americans survivors of the Ambulance Service who volunteered 
to go with the French forces when the war broke out. 

. . . The big and ugly radio receiving set once owned and 
| operated by the Doylestown Intelligencer, from Editor George 
Hotchkiss’ editorial room window on the second floor facing 
Monument Square, thrilled a large crowd in front of the 
building as the results of the Firpo-Wills fight in Boyle's 

Acres, Jersey City, came over the air. This, I believe, was the 
first radio set of any large size, in Doylestown. 

. . . Fifty members of the Ku Klux Klan attended a Sunday 
evening service in the First Baptist Church of Bristol, featuring 
a hooded choir, with the church filled to capacity.

The Fascinating Story Of The Pretzel 


For at least fifteen centuries 
bakers have been twisting long, 
thin rolls of dough into the dis- 
tinctive shape that we know as 
a “Pretzel”. Right from the 
beginning the Pretzel intrigued 
people with its odd form and 
delighted them with its crusty, 
nut-like flavor. The long his- 
tory of the Pretzel is a story of 
constantly growing popularity. 
It has always been associated 
with happy events and festive 
occasions. 

Tradition has it that Pretzels 
were created by an Italian 
monk who gave them as a 
reward to children for learn- 
ing their prayers. Either of two 
possible derivations of the 
word tend to support this le- 
gend. One is that it comes 
from “pretiola” which, in Mid- 
dle Latin, means “small gift". 
The other is that it derives 
from “bracciatello” or “little 
arms” because the Pretzel’s 
shape suggests a child’s arms 
folded in prayer. Taking either 
theory, it is easy to imagine 
how the word changed to 
“Bretzel” and then to “Pret- 
zel” when it crossed the Alps 
into Germany. А 

A number of references іп 
art and literature show that the 
Pretzel was widely known and 
well liked throughout the Mid- 
dle Ages. At the end of that 
period the Pretzel, by influenc- 
ing the outcome of an import- 
ant siege, won a permanent 
place in heraldry. 

Early in the 16th century, 
Turkish invaders swept into

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Europe and it looked for a 
time as if the whole continent 
might fall before them. But 
they were stopped at Vienna 
in 1510. Although they held 
the city under siege, they could 
not break through its strong 
defenses. When attack after at- 
tack failed they decided, as a 
last resort, to try to tunnel un- 
der the walls. Hoping to avoid 
detection, they did their dig- 
ging at night. 

But the 
bakers also worked at night. 
From their cellar bakeries they 
heard the digging and led the 
assault which turned back the 
under-ground attack. The 
Turks, discouraged, lifted the 
siege and all Europe heaved 
a mighty sigh of relief. For 
their part in the victory, the 
bakers were honored with a 
coat of arms displaying a Pre- 
zel. This is still the baker's 
emblem. 

There are two basic Pretzel 
types— soft and hard. The soft 
Pretzel, now usually quite 


large, was the original form. 


The hard Pretzel, so popular 
today, was the result of a 
happy accident. A young ap- 
prentice baker who had been 
left to tend the oven fell 
asleep, and the Pretzels were 
baked to a crisp. The appren- 
tice was, of course, given а 
good scolding, but when the 
master baker tasted the over- 
baked Pretzels, he found them 
uncommonly good. He took 
some home and his family 
liked them, too. 


The nutty flavor and crisp, 
crunchy texture of the hard 
Pretzel made it an immediate 
success. It offered a practical 
advantage, too. With nearly all 
the moisture baked out of it, 
the hard Pretzel stays fresh for 
a long time. 

The Pretzel came to Amer- 
ica with the earliest settlers. 
Pretzels were made in home 
kitchens and small bakeries in 
many parts of the country, but 
especially in those sections 
where there wre many set- 
tlers from Germany, as in the 
Pennsylvania Dutch area.

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Along The Delaware

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One of Bucks County’s 
greatest claims to fame are the 
many old country inns, hotels 
and restaurants that have car- 
riéd the Name of Bucks Coun- 
ty far and wide. Along the 
old Easton-Philadelphia Road 
(Route 611) we find them in 
every town, a list almost too 
long to mention. Along the 
Delaware we also find many 
old inns with a great deal of 
historyconnected with them. In 
this article we will deal with 
but a few of them. If we failed 
to mention your favorite, it 
was not out of neglect, but due 
to lack of space. 

Taking a fast trip down the 
Delaware we find many of the 
hotels and inns, dating back to 
the early eighteenth century 
still doing a roaring business. 
Many have been open con- 
tinuously — others closed for 
years, then re-opened. Joe 
Lodge, the former owner of 
the Indian Rock Hotel near 
Upper Black Eddy, tells of 
when he first bought the place 
after having been closed for 
years. “I must have been out 
of my mind”, he related to us 
one afternoon. “The place was 
in terrible shape. After the 
sale was final, I was standing 
in the kitchen with the real 
estate man. I leaned against 
the stove, looked around and 
asked myself aloud, ‘Where do 
I start? At that moment, the 
floor under the stove gave way 
and crashed, stove and all, into 
the cellar. The real estate man 
suggested I start with a new 
kitchen floor.” Joe did, and 
remodeled the entire Indian 
Rock Hotel into one of the 
finest show places along the 
Delaware, noted far and wide 
for its gourmet and home-style 
foods. 

Further down the river at 
Lumberton stands “The Cut- 
tallossa Inn”, dating back to 
about 1760. This inn was ori- 
ginally built at the site of the 
ferry crossing, known at the 
time as Roseis Ferry, later as 
Thorneis Ferry and “Painter’s 
Ferry". The name has nothing 
to do with the art that abounds 
in the area today, just that the 
ferry boat was run by a man 
named Jacob Painter. 

The word “cuttalossa” is a 
corruption of the Leni-Lenape 
word Guttalosso or Quatalossi, 
the name of an Indian village 
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originally in the area. An old 
local legend has it that an 
Indan girl named “Quattie” 
became  "losttaà" along the 
creek bank to the great distress 
of her mother. This legend is 
scoffed at by all historians, but 
it is an interesting tale. 

In 1758 the property where 
the Inn now stands came into 
the hands of William Skelton, 
who built a grist mill on the 
site that year. The tavern was 
built soon afterwards. This 
building brought nothing but 
grief to Mr. Skelton. The 
Doan outlaws paid him a visit 
during the Revolution, and 
after heating the plates of a 
stove to a red-hot state, invited 
Mr. Skelton to put his bare 
feet on them or hand over his 
gold. He gave them the gold. 

Mr. Skelton was a tory far- 
mer, and sold out after the 
Revolution in what was called 
at the time, a "Disloyalty 
Sale." 

In 1819, the village receiv- 
ed the name "Hard Times" 
and it was so known until the 
completion of The Delaware 
Canal in 1833. The name was 
derived from the tavern. The 
Tavern property had been sold 
several times by the sheriff. It 
was leased from one of the 
purchasers by Samuel Runk, 
who asked the owner to put up 
a sign. The owner declined, 
pleading hard times. Runk 
then improvised a signboard 
from a cast-off shutter, decor- 
ated with the words "Hard 
Times" written in large letters 
with a brush and tar and hung 
the sign in full view of the 
travelling public. 

In 1833, the village name 
was changed to Lumberton. 
That was the year immediately 
following the completion of 
the Delaware Canal. John E. 
Kenderdine bought the prop- 
erty, and his sister Elizabeth 
Kenderdine ran the hotel. The 
inn name was changed to “The 
Sign of The Camel", which it 
remained until 1841, when the 
inn closed. It was noted some 
years later that perhaps the 
choice of a “Camel” for a 
tavern sign was none too good, 
as a camel can go an awfully 
long time between drinks. 

Today, the revived Cutta- 
lossa Inn carries the “Нага 
Times" sign as a relic of its 
past history. The lush setting,

the waterfall, the terrace din- 
ing overlooking the canal and 
river, make this inn one of the 
area’s most charming spots. 
The Black Bass Hotel was 
built around 1760 as a frame 
structure. Totally destroyed by 
fire January 19, 1833, it was 
rebuilt in 1834, and until re- 
cently had a delightful view 
of the last covered bridge cros-

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sing the Delaware, before the 
bridge was destroyed a few 
years ago. (There is now a 
walk bridge at the spot). To- 
day, perhaps the traveller 
might think The Black Blass 
Hotel was misnamed, but it 
was not. The river at one time 
was so clean and “fish laden" 
that The President of The 
United States, Grover Cleve- 
land came and stayed at the 
hotel as a guest to take advan- 
tage of the wonderful fishing. 

In New Hope, our last stop 
on ourDelaware River Innstop- 
ping trip, we find two rath- 
er historic inns, The Logan 
Inn and Chez Odette. The 
Logan Inn was originally built 
in 1734 and was first known 
as Ferry Inn. It was operated 
by John Wells, who also oper- 
ated the ferry. (John Wells' 
grave is marked by a small 
memorial park area on the 
edge of New Hope, off Route 
202). The name Logan Inn 
is derived from James Logan, 
who came to America as 
William Penn's secretary. An 
Indian chief and friend of 
Logan, named his son after the 
famed Scot. The statue of the 
Indian with the bow and ar- 
row, still to be seen at the inn, 
commemorates this event of 
the early 1700's. 

Chez Odette was formerly 
known as “The River House". 
It became an inn when the 
canal started operating in 
1833. (It was built prior to 
1794) It served many pur- 
poses over the years, and at 
one time was a general store 
operated by a “Mag” Feather- 
stone. Mag was a hearty soul, 
so the tales go, and reportedly 
threw obstreperous customers 
into the canal. Today, after 
many additions, the inn is now 
a bit of France in America, 
operated by Broadway per- 
sonality Odette Myrtil. 

Along The Delaware there 
was much history written, and 
much of it was written in the 
taverns, the inns, the hotels, 
where the weary traveller and 
the local folks met for recrea- 
tion. These were the times of 
horse drawn wagons, dirt (of- 
ten mud, muck and mire) 
roads and few homes. The 
area has grown rapidly over 
the past two hundred years, 
but still the green valley re- 
mains green, and rustic charm 
is still there. It's nice! 
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WOMEN GET THE VOTE 


We Americans all take for granted our right to vote, but 
this was not always the case. Until 1920, voting and politics 
was strictly a man’s duty, and women folk had to stay in the 
kitchen. The woman’s sufferage movement got underway back 
in 1850 when a national convention of women interested in 
securing sufferage was held in Worcestor, Mass. Susan B. 
Anthony emerged from this convention as a leader of the 
movement, which developed into the National Women’s Suf- 
ferage Association.

INTERESTING MEMOS: It was 39 years ago that the 
Doylestown American Legion Post presented its first annual 
minstrel show, “Here We Go.” The effort was staged at the 
Strand Theatre and turned out to be rapid, snappy, peppy and. 
profitable, with plenty of "corn." The Post cleared $400 . . . 
Just about 40 years ago, S. Alton (Skeets) Wismer, strong- 
hold of the William F. Fretz & Company, Inc., Doylestown, 
and Frank Kolbe (Point Pleasant), started out from Plum- 
steadville by automobile for California on a two-month's trip. 
They got as far as Indiana when one morning (3 A.M.) Kolbe 
fell asieep near South Bend. The machine headed for a guy 
wire as Wismer grabbed for the wheel. By the time the auto 
stopped it was resting on its rear wheels. A dog companion 
escaped from Wismer and Kolbe and could not be found. The 
two Bucks Countians, “dogless,” returned to Plumsteadville, 
and the trip was abandoned. . . . Gustav Merwitz, Jr., 22 (back 
in 1924) was exonerated by a Bucks County coroner's jury 
that found he was justified in striking his father a blow on the 
head with a broom handle that later caused his death. The jury 
found that the young man struck his father in defense of his 
mother who was being attacked with a pocket knife on their 
Warrington Township farm.

DID YOU ever know that a syndicate of rich New York 
Chinese at one time purchased a lower Bucks County farm 
for a central burying ground for all Chinese who die in the 
eastern section of the United States? The cemetery was to have 
been developed on the old Harkin Farm on Byberry Road in 
Bensalem Township. Objection to the project was voiced 57 
years ago and the cemetery was never developed. It was plan- 
ned to erect temples and the cemetery was to have been con- 
secrated according to Chinese practices. This was to have done 
away with the necessity of shipping the bodies of dead Chinese 
back to their native land. 

* * * ж 


EIGHT HUNDRED fans jammed the Doylestown Armory 
40 years ago (March 5, 1924) and saw Doylestown High de- 
feat Perkasie High to cop the Bux-Mont High School League 
championship by a score of 21 to 19. This made Doylestown 
an undefeated team with eleven wins for the season. In the 
last three minutes of play, Dan Tomlinson, D-Town captain 
(center), shot a beauty from mid-floor that carried with it the 
title in one of the greatest basketball games ever played in 
Doylestown. Other members of the Doylestown team were 
Harry Bigley and Bob McNealy, forwards; Ed Twining, center; 
Waddington and Jim Michener, guards. Perkasie players were 
R. Gulick, Pritchard, Spiegelhalter, Bossard and S. Gulick. 
Jim Michener, Pulitzer Prize-winning author, tied the score 
twice for Doylestown in that memorable game officiated by 
an old pal of mine, the late Ben Emery.

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NEWTOWN 


by Lynne Holgate 


Newtown is a half-mile of 
Colonial America, 189 years 
from the Revolution. Just 10 
miles from Trenton and 25 
from center-city Philadelphia, 
her history is guarded by tree- 
shaded paths and narrow 
streets. You've got to spend a 
few hours wandering around 
her "peekable" shops, over 
her patched sidewalks, and 
through her  free-parking 
streets to get the behind-the- 
scenes story of this third oldest 
Bucks County town. 

Got an afternoon you don't 
know what to do with? Time 
on your hands? Treat yourself 
to a delightful afternoon of 
walking through history. It'll 
virtually come alive for you. 

You won't have to meander 
around the town blindly, either. 
Just stop in at one of the local 
shops, and ask for Dr. Ray- 
mond V. Hennessy's “A Walk- 
ing Tour of Newtown.” This 
free, pocket-sized pamphlet is 
available on request. It will 
give you a lot of history and 
up-to-date background on 
people, places, and things of 
interest around the 280-year- 
old town. 

It’s a quiet town. If you 
really wanted to, you could 
probably stir up some noise by 
asking how the town got its 
name. There аге several 
theories about Newtown’s be- 
ginning. Most people seem to 
agree the town was named by 
William Penn when Newtown 
was the center or “townshead” 
of Newtown Township. Penn 
sold the land to settlers with 
the stipulation that one-tenth 
of their new purchase be lo- 
cated in the town proper. He 
wanted to set up a kind of 
communal meeting place.

Penn hadn’t sold much land 
before he authorized the New- 
town Commons. He set aside 
30 acres of land on each side 
of Newtown Creek as “сот- 
mon property.” A plot of grass 
and an empty lot is all that’s 
left of Penn’s gift to his people. 

A stone marker reminds all 
that every homeowner in New- 
town is guaranteed “free use of 
water and pasture.” Dr. Hen- 
nessy claims this is the only 
piece of undeeded land in 
Pennsylvania. 

The commons attracted at- 
tention just a few months ago 
when Newtown’s long-awaited 
sewer system was put in. Her 
2,323 citizens had heard about 
the sewer installation since 
1923 when a few citizens 
showed up at Borough Hall 
demanding adequate sanitation 
facilities. In 1962, bids for the 
sewer work were received, and 
this spring work was 50 per- 
cent completed. 

For the most part, New- 
town's citizens are quite satis- 
fied with their town “as is.” 
Aside from the sewers, they'd 
rather сипай contemporary 
advances and keep the colonial 
flavor of their town. In other 
words, they're interested in the 
present and the future in terms 
of the past. One of their most 
recent battles against the 
"new" is an anti-garden apart- 
ment campaign. J. Stanley Lee, 
chairman of the planning 
board, is fairly confident that 
the  apartment-minded will 
heed an unposted “keep out" 
warning from this colonial city. 

Like many historical-mind- 
ed Newtownians, Lee's devo- 
tion to the past is mirrored in 
his personal life. A relative of 
Edward Hicks once labeled 
"the greatest of the primitive 
painters," Lee owns a home at 
Centre Avenue and Congress 
Street that was recently cited as

one of the most beautiful col- 
onial homes on the east coast 
by a national magazine. The 
128-year-old “Stenton,” a col- 
onial brick home, is mentioned 
in Dr. Hennessey’s booklet. 


Lee is just one of many who 
actively support the Newtown 
Historical Society that will 
soon be a full-fledged organ- 
ization worthy of capital let- 
ters. Right now, it functions as 
part of the Civic and Histori- 
cal Society of Newtown, head- 
ed by author-historian Edward 
R. Barnsley. The association 
is admittedly more "historic" 
than “civic.” One of the most 
active of its kind, the group 
plans to have certain “histori- 
cal districts" within the new 
Newtown. This will stop any 
“progressives” before they can 
take their blueprints out and 
lay them on the Mayor's desk. 

You see, the problem is 
basically this: there are more 
than a few pre-Revolutionary 
homes around town. Why, on 
the first two pages of *A Walk- 
ing Tour of Newtown," you'll 
find over a dozen homes of the 
1750-1800 era. These places 
are not restorations; they are 
authentic — all originals. Fur- 
thermore, these are not mu- 
seum pieces; they are occupied 
dwellings. 

Just to make sure these 
places stay where they are, 
the historic society is try- 
ing to get state sanction to set 
up these "historic districts" to 
preserve the flavor and charm 
of Newtown's “historic areas." 
The really wonderful part 
about this community effort 
is that a sincere interest in the 
town is responsible for the 
society s advancements. This 
disproves the notion that it 
takes a lot of money to have 
an interest in the "old." In

fact, one of the townsfolk 
painted the historical markers 
tacked onto the more than 50 
places of interest throughout 
the town. 

But, community interest isn't 
new around here. In 1923, the 
Women's Christian Temper- 
ance Union complained of “ut- 
ter disregard for law in New- 
town; bad children give vent 
to their profanity in public 
places, the prohibition laws 
are violated, and gambling 
dens flourish." Nothing much 
came of a councilman's subse- 
quent suggestion that citizens 
volunteer to serve as police 
officers (without pay, of 
course) so that “Newtown may 
be a wholesome place to live.” 

Now, with three full-time 
policemen, over 50 volunteer 
firemen working for a first- 
rate fire company, and an ac- 
tive youth center, Newtown 
seems to deserve the sign at her 
door: 


“Welcome to Historic New- 
town — A Good Place to 
Live, Worship, and Shop.” 


Most of her citizens com- 
mute daily to work in Trenton, 
New York, and Philadelphia. 
About 175 persons work at 
the Lavelle Aircraft Corpora- 
tion that recently contributed 
to our lead in the missile race. 
The Watson Lumber Company 
employs about 25 townspeople. 
Newtown’s industry has chang- 
ed a lot from the time when 
Randall used to make carriages 
in his State Street factory or 
when Tamer Carey made gin- 
ger snaps at her State Street 
bakery. 

A county seat for 88 years, 
Newtown has a lot to be proud 
of. She has one of the finest 
historical libraries around. It 
would be hard to match her 
for volumes of Washington, 
colonial magazines, and orig- 
inal historical documents.

Historical Editor 
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In the late summer of 
1777, Howe's occupation of 
Philadelphia was imminent and 
Philadelphians were tense 
about the possible invasion of 
their homes by thc British 
army. 

Time was running out. 
Everyone was alerted that the 
enemy was near, and fear fil- 
led each home. Precious pos- 
sessions were hidden and ten- 
sions ran high. 

At an extraordinary session 
on Sunday morning, September 
14, 1777, the Continental 
Congress, meeting at Inde- 
pendence Hall, had hastily 
"Resolved: . . . that the Board 
of War be directed to order 
the Commanding General of 
Military stores to apply to the 
Supreme Council of the State 
of Pennsylvania for an order 
to remove ALL public bells in 
the City of Philadelphia, to a 
place of security. . .". The 
great fear was that the oncom- 
ing British would melt the bells 
into cannon barrels, as their 
equipment and ammunition 
were low and pig iron was 
scarce. 

Thus began one of the most 
exciting and unusual episodes 


in American history — the 
removal of the bells from 
Philadelphia. 


With great haste the bells, 
one by one, were removed 
rom each tower and carefully 
loaded on wagons. The wagons 
were owned by the many Ger- 
man marketmen and draymen 
who were in the city at the 
time and were returning to 
their rural homes carrying 
grain and iron products. 

After several days of load- 
ing, the train of heavily loaded 
wagons, several miles long, 
slowly headed north on the 
old road to Germantown seek- 
ing hiding places many miles 
north of the City of Brotherly 
Love. 

Crowds gathered along the 
route to see this unusual line 
of wagons, loaded to peak 
capacity, carrying the vital 
supplies of the then weakened 
American army. Four of these 
wagons held the bells of the 
city. 

The caravan of wagons were 
closely guarded by two hun- 
dred colorfully uniformed units 
of Carolina and Virginia Cav- 
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alry. The troops rode on 
horses, while others rode cer- 
tain wagons that held excep- 
tionally valuable cargo. This 
brought additional attraction to 
the procession as it moved 
along the dusty Germantown 
Road. 

Oxen and horses pulled 
these weighted wagons of all 
sizes and shapes. Some were 
the covered Conestoga wagon 
type, while others were those 
sturdy  open-farm wagons, 
drawn by six-horse teams. The 
teams lumbered (said the 
chroniclers of the day) “with- 
out creak or groan", so per- 
fectly were they adjusted to 
road and freight. They could 
pull their load of six tons or 
more from twelve to fourteen 
miles a day. 

Most of the drivers were 
Germans, and their beasts of 
burden and wagons were a 
matched team. Together they 
made up one of the finest 
means of transport in the his- 
tory of our country. They were 
a natural for this mission. 
These drivers were a special 
breed of men who took a just 
and poetic pride in their equip- 
ment. They were “under or- 
ders", responsible for their 
cargo. 

As the wagons proceeded 
north on the Germantown 
Road, there was the constant 
exchange of greetings between 
the onlookers gathered along 
the highway and drivers and 
soldiers. Hand-waving with 
tears and smiles could be seen. 
It seemed nearly everyone 
knew the importance of this 
parade of seven-hundred wa- 
gons. The British were coming, 
but how soon, no one really 
knew. 

It was the 18th of Septem- 
ber, the first day for this cara- 
van. The first wagons arrived 
in Germantown, late that af- 
ternoon. As this parade of 
nearly a thousand drivers and 
soldiers passed through the 
village, an unusual amount of 
excitement was felt in this quiet 
sober village, populated with 
those early German pietists — 
Mennonites and bearded Dun- 
kerds, considered tories by 
some people, since they refused 
to bear arms for this new 
nation.

Going through German- 
town, they had to pass the old 


printshop, owned by Christo- 


pher Saur, a German Baptist 
(Dunker) who had printed the 
first Bible in German in Amer- 
ica in 1743. Sauer was proba- 
bly busily completing his third 
and last edition of the Bible at 
that time. This is borne out 
by the fact the invading British 
army used unbound sheets of 
this edition (1776) for wad- 


ding their rifles. 


The caravan continued on 
into Chestnut Hill, where they 
had planned to stay over night. 
animals were unhitched 
and fed and then the large con- 
tingent of men were fed. That 
evening the local taverns were 
filled with some gaiety as these 
men relaxed and the drivers 
and soldiers became acquain- 
ted with each other. Loud 
voices and singing could be 
heard throughout the evening, 
and long into the night. 

It was a shock to this little 
village, invaded by this unex- 
pected army of soldiers, but 
history relates no unusual be- 
havior among these теп. 
Mixed emotions filled the air 
with the local townspeople 
since both Tories and Patriots 
lived here.

The following morning, the 
wagons, one by one, headed 
north on the Germantown 
Road. It was hard pulling up 
the steep Chestnut Hill, but the 
next few days journey would 
have lower grades and a more 
level land. 

The caravan continued 
north, passing the Wheel 
Pump Inn, at the foot of Chest- 
nut Hill, (where in only a few 
days British officers would be 
gathering to have a “jolly good 
time”). Here, began the Old 
Road to Bethlehem. The train 
passed the old grist mill built 
by Edward Farmer on the 
Wissahickon in 1712 at the 
junction of Skippack and 
Bethlehem roads. A mile fur- 
ther the American Army was 
encamped (present day Fort 
Washington). Slowly moving 
north and upgrade, they reach- 
ed Springhouse where part of 
this caravan turned and pro- 
ceeded up the Maxatawney 
Road (Sumneytown Road), 
passing through the Gwynedd 
Townships, past the old Wil- 
liam Penn Inn, and through the 
village of North Wales. A mile 
north of this village they fol- 
lowed the King's Highway 
(Allentown Road), passing 
through the present old villages 
of Elroy, Franconia, Earling- 
ton, Tylersport and on toward 
Quakertown. 

Another part of the convoy 
took the road to Bethlehem 
passing through Montgomery 
Square, Montgomeryville, Col- 
mar, Trewigtown and Line 
Lexington, where the new and 
old roads to Bethlehem meet at 
the county line. Here again a 
part of this train of wagons

split, some making a left 
(Route 309) passing through 
Seller's tavern (Sellersville), 
Richland Center and on to 
Quakertown. 

In the area around Line 
Lexington another evening was 
spent and tradition says the 
“Bell” was seen here that 
evening. At this time, the area 
was settled predominently by 
Mennonites, who were sur- 
prised at this unexpected arri- 
val of troops, but willingly of- 
fered food and shelter, even 
though they objected to any 
military force. 

The following day some of 
the troops proceeded north on 
the old Bethlehem road that 
passes through Hilltown, Hag- 
ersville, Weisel, Applesbachs- 
ville, Hellertown and on into 
Bethlehem. 

Another segment of this car- 
avan took the newer road to 
Bethlehem. It is believed that. 
the wagon carrying the “Liber- 
ty Bell” was in this train of 
wagons, since much handed- 
down tradition and several his- 
torians were quite sure the 
“Beil” was kept at Quaker- 
town the following night. 

That September evening 
when the bell was located in 
Quakertown, perhaps only a 
few people realized the signifi- 
cance of this “Bell” since it was 
not a venerated bell at that 
time, and it had no real impor- 
tance. It was just another bell 
that had hung in the State 
House at Philadelphia, and had 
rung out the toll of liberty the 
previous summer on the 4th of 
July, 1776. 

Again that evening, these 
troops were surrounded by a 
peace loving people, the 
Quakers who also objected to 
any type of Military action. 
They, too, gave these troops a 
friendly welcome, feeding them 
and their animals. 

No doubt the Red Lion Inn 
in Quakertown did а brisk 
business that evening as it was 
the scene of most activity and 
meetings of the time. (Two 
decades later, gallows were 
built at this crossing, where 
John Fries was to be hung, 
because he defied the Federal

Thanksgiving Day in Bucks 
County represents many and 
varied traditions. There are 
the morning services in the 
churches of various denom- 
inations where thanks are 
offered for the blessings of 
the past year, for the bless- 
ing with which the state's 
founder, William Penn, en- 
dowed it. 
To many, it is "turkey day" 
when that bird, linked in his- 
tory with the Pilgrim fathers 
of New England, graces 
many a table. In the north- 
ern part of Bucks County, 
among the German settlers, 
the goose was the more tra- 
ditional bird. This was im- 
portant, for the Thanksgiv- 
ing goose was used by re- 
nowned seers to foretell the 
weather for the coming win- 
ter. 


One of the most famous of 
these prophets was Elias 
Hartz of Reading. He is an 
ancestor of Mrs. James Win- 
dle of rural New Hope. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Hartz, the 
breast bone should be taken 
from a goose hatched the 
previous spring, and from 
the coloration and the mark- 
ings on the bone he could 
predict the weather for the 
coming winter. If it was dark 
all the way through, the win- 
ter would be severe. The 
markings indicated storms 
and warm spells and zero 
temperatures. With the pass- 
ing of such gifted old timers, 
goosebone prophecy has be- 
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come a lost art not likely to 
be revived to compete with 
the weather bureau's reports 
on radio and television.

government right to tax win- 
dow glass.) 

The following day the train 
proceeded north, passing 
through the small villages of 
California, Passer, Leithsville, 
Hellertown and Bethlehem, 
where they joined the other 
contingent that had traversed 
over the old Bethlehem road. 

In an old Moravian’s diary 
dated September, 1777. we 


find that the wagon carrying 
the "Liberty Bell" broke down 
in Bethlehem and was trans- 
ferred to another wagon. 

Here in Bethlehem, these 
troops spent an evening among 
the peace-loving Moravians 
who first settled here during 
the early 1720". In spite of 
their tradition against the use 
of force, they opened their 
homes and welcomed this army 
of soldiers. (Some months later 
they opened a hospital for the 
wounded American soldiers.)

The Liberty Bell 


“Bell” was taken to Allentown, 
where it was hidden in the 
basement of the Zion Reform- 
ed Church. Here it remained 
until the following summer, 
where, during the month of 
June, 1778, it was once again 
returned to the State House in 
Philadelphia. 

Today, many years later, it 
has become the most famous 
Bell in the world. Kings and 
Queens, and many heads of 
state, not to mention the mil- 
lions of other “just plain folks" 
who have come to Philadelphia 
to see and touch this venerated 
Bell, perhaps the most impor- 
tant shrine in America, that 
was hauled over the Bethlehem 
Road through four Counties, 
one-hundred and eighty seven

The dead were hauled out by the cartload and buried in a 
trench behind the almshouse orchard, and after the disease 
was over the infected clothing was burned and the house 
thoroughly fumigated.

Ton became a mural painter 
like his father, and a success- 
ful designer of stained glass 
windows and church decora- 
tions.

The step by step proce- 
dure of this work to complete 
a stained glass window from 
the sketchboard of Ton Albers' 
Studio, to the ten feet or more 
stained glass windows in a 
church is indeed an interesting 
work of art. 

The artist is first commis- 
sioned to do the windows by 
a stained glass agency. Most 
commissions present some kind 
of a sketch of the idea of de- 
sign, they want the artist to 
make for them. But Ton has 
done this work for so long that 
they just convey to him an idea 
of what they would like to 
have, and he makes a rough 
sketch from their suggestion. 
From this rough sketch he pro- 
duces a colored picture for the 
customer's approval, or for 
any changes to be made before 
the work is actually started. 
For example: if Ton is com- 


times the windows are so big, 
that Ton has the pattern hang- 
ing from the top of the wall 
and across the floor. He has to 
work with scale and sketch 
pencil in his stocking feet, in 
order not to walk on the paper. 
It really looks a lot like a dress 
pattern, before it is cut. The 
windows are usually twelve 
feet high but sometimes are 
higher. 

He then traces this pattern, 
for the glass cutter to use to 
cut his glass, and takes both 
the patterns to the shop where 
the glass is cut. Sometimes he 
picks out the colors of the 
glass right in the shop. Most 
of the glass is imported from 
Europe, but there are now a 
few places where it is made 
in the United States. At all 
times he watches his work, 
from sketchboard until the 
windows are installed in the 
church. When the glass is cut, 
it is leaded together, and 
strengthened with criss-cross 
iron bars, which are not notice- 
able in the windows, as they 
fill in with the flow of the 
design.

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HUNG BY THE CHIMNEY 
WITH CARE — This scene 
will be re-enacted by millions 
of youngsters the world over 
on the night before Christmas. 
The custom of hanging stock- 
ings for Santa began centuries 
ago in  Amsetrdam, when 
youngsters realized that stock- 
ings could hold more than the 
wooden shoes they had been 
using up to that time. 
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No 
one but old Scrooge denies that 
Christmastide is tne season to 
be our jolliest! To help us in 
our merrymaking we tradition- 
ally call on age-old Christmas 
symbois—the Christmas tree, 
yule log, mistletoe and holly, 
Christmas cards, presents und- 
er the tree, lights and tinsel, 
the wassail bowl, and, of 
course, the stocking hung by 
the chimney with care. 

We've gathered this Christ- 
mas potpourri from centuries 
of folklore and legend around 
the world. For instance, the 
Christmas tree originally sym- 
bolized the Garden of Eden to 
Germans. The “Paradeis- 
baum” (tree of Paradise) was 
a central theme of their med- 
ieval mystery plays. When 
these plays were suppressed, 
the tree (usually a fir) was 
brought into the home and 
gradually it became the cus- 
tom to decorate it with cookies 
and fruit at Christmas time. 

Many believe that it was 
Martin Luther who first put 
candles on the Christmas tree. 
Supposedly, while walking 
through the countryside one

Christmas Eve, Luther was 
awed by the sight of the snow- 
tipped evergreens sparkling in 
che moonlight. At home, he 
tried to recreate this effect for 
his family by placing candles 
on their Christmas tree. 
Mistletoe is another symbol 
of Christmas from the annals 
of legend. The ancient Druids 
thought it was sacred. Forests 
in which this precious plant 
grew were dedicated to their 
gods. Legend has it that Druids 
cut mistletoe sprigs with a 
golden knife and hung them 
over their doors. They be- 
lieved this pacified the wood- 
land spirits and that only hap- 
piness could enter while the 
mistletoe was in place. 
Mythology reveals that 
Scandinavians, too, hung mis- 
tletoe over their doorways on 
the first day of winter to ward 
off the evil spirits. To the Ro- 
mans, mistletoe was a symbol 
of peace and when enemies 
met under the "supernatural" 
sprigs, they discarded arms 
and declared a truce. From all 
of these myths and customs, 
mistletoe became a symbol of 
love and gradually, perhaps in- 
evitably, the custom evolved of 
kissing under the mistletoe. 
Holly, which has always 
been a popular Christmas dec- 
oration, was also though to be 
endowed with unusual powers. 
In legend, Christ's crown of 


thorns was made of holly 
leaves. From this emerged the 
custom of Christmas wreaths 
of holly. 

British Saxons were the first 
to gather 'round the wassail 
bowl to toast a joyous season 
and a fruitful New Year. As 
early as the fifth century, they 
passed a golden cup of mead 
wine around the feast table 
with the salutation “Waes 
Нае!!” or “Ве Whole!" Was- 
sail came to signify the special 
mixture of wine and other 
magic ingredients that every 
Christmas village wassailers 
carried in an immense bowl 
around town, toasting the sea- 
son with their neighbors. The 
idea, though not the same prac- 
tice, spread and the Christmas 
punch bowl today embodise 
the wassail spirit. 

There are many different 
versions of the story of the 
Christmas stocking. Research 
reveals that the only fact which 
can clearly be established is 
that the first Christmas stock- 
ing was fashioned of woolen 
shreds. In the 1600s, St. Nick 
put his gifts in hose of pure 
silk. 

Looking into legend once 
more, we find that the first 
Christmas stocking was really 
hung by the chimney to dry— 
and St. Nick, making his round 
of chimneys on Christmas Eve, 
dropped a bag of gold into the 
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stocking by accident! 

Another tale holds that the 
children of Amsterdam set 
their wooden shoes in the 
chimney corners because they 
believed St. Nicholas wouid 
drop goodies down the chim- 
ney only if he saw shoes there. 
Later, the children hung up 
stockings by the chimney rea- 
soning that shoes couldn't 
stretch and that stockings could 
hold more gifts. 

Burning the yule log is an 
ancient pre-Christian custom 
originating with the Ѕсапдіпау- 
ians. At their feast of Juul — 
from which we get our “yule- 
tide"—on the first day of win- 
ter, they kindled huge bonfires 
in honor of the god Thor. This 
occasion was a rollicking and 


Burning the yule log is 
still a beloved and picturesque 
custom in many rural districts 
around the world. 

During the early period of 
Christianity it was the custom 
in England for the poor to sing 
carols — joyful songs — in 
the streets at Christmas time. 
As they sang from house to 
house, they were given food, 
clothing and money. This is 
one way that today’s Christmas 
caroling might have begun. 

Another story of Christmas 
carols claims that St. Francis 
of Assisi introduced the cus- 
tom of community carol sing- 
ing. St. Francis staged a man- 
ger scene one Christmas with 
real people and animals. The 
onlookers were so delighted

One of the highlights of The Christmas season here in 
Bucks County, is the re-enactment of Washington's famed 
crossing of the Delaware by a group headed by Music 
Circus impresario St. John Terrell, who plays Washington. 
These photos, taken at the crossing re-enactment last 
Christmas afternoon, are typical of the annual observance. 

The program of events for the affair starts with a 
viewing of the famed painting "Washington Crossing the 
Delaware" with a narration of the story. Then, a flag is 
carried to Mr. Terrell and his associates at the boat, and 
the crossing is underway. 

This year will mark the twelfth year that Mr. Terrell has 
re-enacted the original crossing in a one-third size replica 
of a Durham boat which he had made in 1953 for the 
annual event. Mr. Terrell is forty-eight, four years older 
than Washington when he made the trip. 

Many persons forget that Washington made the cross- 
ing on Christmas night, December 25, 1776, and not 
Christmas eve as has been mistakenly reported in the past.

ing to many authorities, took 
the place of the pagan custom 
of exchanging gifts at the New 
Year. Early priests suggested 
Christmas gifts, because good 
will, generosity, and kindliness 
are part of the Christmas spirit. 
The first such gifts were called 
"priests! boxes," since the 
priests collected money and 
jewelry in them to distribute 
among the poor at Christmas 
time. The gift-giving tradition 
grew and when’ the Christmas 
tree came along, it was only 
natural to put the presents 
under the tree. 

The Christmas card is prob- 
ably the most recent of our 
cherished and established cus- 
toms. In 1846, Joseph Cun- 
dall, a London artist, claims to 
have sent the first Christmas 
card. It was printed in lithog- 
raphy, and colored by hand. 
Not until 1862, however, did 
the custom obtain a foothold. 
Cards then were inscribed only 
with a simple message. After 
that robins, holly branches, 
embossed figures and land- 
scapes were added. During a 
typical Christmas season these 
days, about two billion greet- 
ing cards are sent in the U. S. 
alone! 

The custom of saying 
"Merry Christmas" to one's 
friends and neighbors orgin- 
ated with the English long a2o. 
They shouted this greeting 
from the window on Christmas 
morning. In a way, every age- 
old symbol of Christmas we 
use during the holiday season 
— from trimming the tree and 
kissing under mistletoe, to 
caroling and hanging the 
Christmas stocking — has the 
same jolly ring to it: “А Very 
Merry Christmas, and a Happy 
New Year to All!”

SAUERKRAUT - A Basic Food! 


Although most people be- 
lieve that sauerkraut originated 
in Germany, records prove 
that sauerkraut is almost as old 
as civilization. | Workmen 
building the Great Wall of 
China, around 200 B.C., re- 
ceived cabbage fermented in 
wine, a form of sauerkraut, in 
their rations to supplement 
their rice diet. The addition 
of the sauerkraut undoubtedly 
helped to prevent scurvy, beri- 
beri and pellagra. Perhaps if 
the Chinese laborers hadn't 
had sauerkraut to keep them 
healthy, the Great Wall of 
China might never have been 
built. The Tartars introduced 
the fermented cabbage to Ger- 
many, Alsace-Lorraine and 
France. When the Germans 
got around to making and cat- 
ing this food, they called it 
sauerkraut, which freely trans- 
lated means sour cabbage. 

Sauerkraut is simply shred- 
ded cabbage that has been fer- 
mented in a brine of cabbage 
juice plus salt. Originally, it 
was made as a convenient way 
of conserving surplus fresh cab- 


bage for winter consumption. 
Wine or vinegar was used to 
dress down the fresh cabbage 
leaves. Years later, the heads 
were halved or quartered and 
treated the same way. Event- 
ually, someone added salt to 
hasten the fermentation pro- 
cess. By the time the 16th 
century was in full swing, an in- 
ventive person tried shredding 
the cabbage and fermenting it 
with salt alone, and found this 
procedure superior to the old 
wine method of preservation. 
The geographical origin of this 
successful innovation isn't 
known. It is generally believed 
that this advancement in sauer- 
kraut making took place in 
Germany, but some German 
writers state it had Slavic ori- 
gin. Others insist that it was 
first tried in China. The 16th 
century product, however, 
wasn't comparable to the full- 
flavored sauerkraut we enjoy 
eating today. 

On sailing ships, sauerkraut 
was a staple item in the $еа- 
farers’ diet. Captain Cook, the

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18th century English naviga- 
tor, was commended for the 
care he took in protecting the 
health of his crew on his ex- 
ploratory voyages. He attri- 
buted his mariners' good health 
and the absence of scurvy to 
the generous use of sauerkraut 
in their diet. These men knew 
eating sauerkraut would pre- 
vent scurvy, but they didn't 
know why it would. Today, we 
know sauerkraut is an excel- 
lent source of ascorbic acid or 
Vitamin C, which is so essent- 
ial for healthy gums and strong 
bones and teeth. 

In addition to containing 
most all of the vitamins, especi- 
ally Vitamin C, sauerkraut is 
rich in lime, potash, phosphor- 
ous, iron and calcium. Because 
sauerkraut is slightly acid, it 
is naturally protected against 
the destruction of vitamins in 
cooking. Scientific proof has 
been established that vitamins 
resist high temperatures much 
better in an acid medium than 
they do in neutral or alkaline 
mediums. It has also been 
found that sauerkraut is bene- 
ficial in cases of digestive dis- 
turbances. Sauerkraut juice 
strongly stimulates the flow of 
digestive juices in the stomach 
and for this reason it is often 
used as an appetizer. 

Most sauerkraut enthusiasts 
prefer the full mellow flavor 
of raw kraut or kraut that has 
been just heated through. If 
you enjoy mild-flavored foods, 
you will like your sauerkraut 
cooked for a longer period of 
time or blended with other 
food flavors. Sauerkraut and 
apples are a popular duo, par- 
ticularly in German cooking. 
However, there are many other 
tasty combinations. 

Sauerkraut is especially 
good with bland vegetables, 
such as peas and potatoes. The 
addition of one raw potato 
will soften the kraut flavor 
and thicken juice slightly at the 
same time. Sauerkraut baked 
in tomatoes is delicious. To 
prepare, simply hollow med- 
ium-sized tomatoes. Add to- 
mato pulp to an equal amount 
of bread crumbs and an equal 


amount of sauerkraut. Season 
with salt, pepper and a few 
drops of onion juice. Fill the 
tomato shells. Place in a 
greased baking dish, sprinkle 
with buttered crumbs and bake 
20 minutes in a hot oven. 

Another recipe that we 
found appealing is “Kraut Ring 
with Swedish Meat Balls”. It 
will make a wholesome main 
dish for hearty appetites. Try 
it and see. We think you'll like 
it. 


Kraut Ring with 
Swedish Meat Balls 


(Makes 6 servings) 
1 pound ground beef 
1/2 cup of soda cracker 
crumbs 
1 egg, slightly beaten 
1/2 teaspoon salt 
1/8 teaspoon pepper 
1/8 teaspoon nutmeg 
2 tablespoons butter 
2 tablespoons flour 
2 cups of beef bouillon 
1 No. 2-1/2 can sauerkraut 


(or 3-1/2 cups bulk 
kraut ) 
Combine beef, cracker 


crumbs, egg, salt, pepper and 
nutmeg. Shape into 18 balls. 
Melt butter or margarine in 
skillet; add meat balls and 
brown well. Remove meat 
from skillet; and flour to drip- 
pings in skillet and blend. Cook 
to brown slightly. Gradually 
stir in bouillon and continue 
stirring until thickened. Add 
meat balls to gravy in skillet; 
cover and cook 20 to 25 min- 
utes, stirring occasionally. 
Place sauerkraut in saucepan 
and cook over moderate heat, 
covered, until thoroughly heat- 
ed. Drain juice from kraut, re- 
serving liquid for vegetable 
juice cocktail. Firmly press 
kraut in to ring mold. Turn out 
onto platter. Place meat balls 
in center of ring and top with 
the gravy.

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German Pilot Finds 
His World War 11 Aircraft 
At Willow Grove 

“I flew that seaplane off the 
Prinz Eugen in 1944," Com- 
mander Hans W. Noack, 41, 
of the West German Navy said 
in disbelief. 

The Commander was amaz- 
ed at seeing the Arado AR- 
196A, while taking a tour of 
Willow Grove Naval Air Sta- 
tion, where he is attending 
school for helicopter anti- 
submarine warfare. 

Then he unfolded an almost 
unbelievable story. 

Here, almost 20 years after 
WWII, was one of the three 
German Arado 196A sea- 
planes in which he had flown 
on 120 missions, while assign- 
ed aboard the Prinz Eugen as 
an adversary. 

“I thought the plane was 
destroyed at Bikini Atoll along 
with the Prinz Eugen during 
the first massive atomic bomb 
tests. It’s like turning back the 
pages of time and history,” he 
said excitedly. 

The Prinz Eugen, WWII 

German Heavy Cruiser, was 
utilized as a raider against 
Allied naval and merchant 
ships and is credited with sink- 
ing over 500,000 tons of ship- 
ping. 
The 120 missions flown by 
Comdr. Noack in the three 
Arado АҜІ96А scaplanes 
were in the form of armed 
reconnaissance and antisub- 
marine defense of the Prinz 
Eugen. 

Armament for the Arado 
included 250 pound bombs, 
two 20mm cannon and three 
machine guns. 

Comdr. Noack was one of 
three pilots assigned to the 
German cruiser, in addition to 
three naval aviation observers. 

He recalls опе incident 
when he almost became a sta- 
tistic. 

He said, “Оп one mission, 
although contrary to doctrine 
and strictly forbidden, 1 made 
three firing runs on a floating 
mine. On the third run, the 
mine exploded with such force, 
that fragments riddled the 
Arado to the extent that it 
barely remained airborne." 

He continued, “The canopy 
was blasted away and 1 was 
barely able to climb to, and 
maintain an altitude of 200 
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PT boat operations. The small 
rocky islands and coasts al- 
lowed the PTs to escape radar 
detection and it was the job 
of the Arado seaplanes of the 
Prinz Eugen to locate and de- 
stroy them. Comdr. Noack at- 
tacked many of them. 

The Prinz Eugen was deliv- 
ered to Boston after WWII, 
and later moved to Philadel- 
phia, where the Arado AR- 
196A was removed and deliv- 
ered to Willow Grove Naval 
Air Station. 

Comdr. Noack is married to 
the former Ilse Waltemate, 
daughter of Fritz Waltemate 
from Bremerhaven. The No- 
acks have one child, Hans 
Herman, 8. They reside at Kiel,
